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effe&t of chance than erudition. But though — 
we are indebted to the former for the moft 
approved remedies, it is not from that alone 
we can ever learn the proper application of 
them: this muft be the work of time, of 
difcernment, and experience. For we may 
venture to affirm, that the effetts of medi- 
cine rather take their force from a proper 
judgement, than from any conftant and in- 
herent virtue of theirown; and thatitisthe . 
judicious timing and adapting the remedies, 
with which the art of furgery has by degrees 
been enriched (many of which perhaps had 
better be curtailed), that ought to be the prin- 
cipal ftudy of the Faculty. Amongft the reft, 
no one, I think, deferves a higher rank than 
Lead. Nay, I have reafon to flatter myfelf, 
that when the reader has perafed the follow- 
ing Treatife, he will be inclined to think this 
metal one of the moft efficacious remedies 
for the cure of moft difeafes which require 
the affiftance of furgery. | 

It is true that, for many years paft, its ge- 
neral virtues, as well as preparations, have 
been known; even fome difpenfatories partly 
deicribe the Extract of Saturn; but none 
give any account of the various modifications 
I make it undergo, and to which alone I at- 
tribute its furprifing fuccefs. 

I by no means pretend to publifh this com- 
_pofition of the Extra& as any new difcovery 
of my own: my only intent, in this Treatife, © 
is to lay before the mafters of the art, and the 

Public, | 
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Public, the various forms (if I may fo fpeak) 
I have given this Extra&, and the particular 
cafes in which it has been fpecific, to the no 
{mall aftonifhment of the Faculty. I willingly 
refign to my predeceffors both the good for- 
tune and glory of having made the firft dif- 
covery, and think myfelf fuficiently recom- 
penfed in having been able fo far to modify 
this medicine, as to render it fuperior to any 
other made ufé of by the mafters of the art. 
Lefs prejudiced in favour of my own work, 
than inflamed with a defire of being ufeful 
to mankind, I fhall trouble my readers more 
_ with Obfervations than arguments: was I to 
defer any longer making them public, I 
fhould have reafon to reproach myfelf with 
robbing the community of an ineftimable 
treafure. 

It is # fubje& of no {mall furprife to me, 
that, notwithftanding the many known and 
juftly-efteemed properties of Lead, the difufe 
of it fhould be fo great in the prefent age. 
What elogiums does Galen beftow on this 
_ metal, in his tenth book of fimple medicines ? 
How many celebrated writers, who flourifhed _ 
after thiscommentator of Hippocrates, have 
-mentioned it with enthufiafm ? With what 
particular marks of diftinétion have not the 
chymifts treated it? What can, poflibly, be 
~ more conclufive in its favour that John Be- 
guin’s own words, a famous chymift, who 
lived in the laft century ? How much is the 
ule of this metal recommended by Pigrai,

weight ? ? 
Encour dged by fo many reputable Weitere 
but convinced ftill more’by my own expe- 
rience, I found, in the courfe of many years 
pr agtice, that the Extraét of Saturn was much 
wanted in furgery. The many different: 
forms I have given this medicine render it 
very proper for a variety of external com- 
plaints. I fhould with duticulty have ad- 
vanced that it had fucceeded in fome internal 
ones, had not the cures been performed in 
the prefence, and under the infpection, of 
many celebrated practitioners, both in furgery » 
and phytic, at Montpellier; an account of 
which I fhall give in the fequel. I am well 
convinced, that in general, the internal ule of 
Lead is onder ded: but may it not be de-— 
prived of its noxious quality by certain pre- 
parations,:and adminiftered in fmall dofes ? 
Does not Mr. Van Swieten (an author of 
great repute in the prefent age) give inter- 
nails the corrofive fublimate with great fuc- 
céfs?

Icannot conceal the fatisfaétion Ihave felt, 
‘in being eyé-witnefs of the gradual -progrefs 
the Extra& of Lead has made. for fome years 
paft ; the moft fkilful praGtitioners encourage 
its ufe ; and even the Miniftry give it their 
fan@ion. Mr. Imbert, chancellor of the uni- 


' -verfity, infpector-general of the hofpitals of ' 


Provence, Languedoc, and Rouflillon, was 
commiffioned, by Letters from the Marquis 
du Paulmy, fecretary at war, bearing date the - 
27th of Octotter, and the 8th of December, 
1756, and the 18th of January 1757, to or-— 
der various experiments to be made of this 
‘Extract, in the hofpitals under his infpe€tion. - 
This minifter adds, that in the hofpitals where 
it was tried, it met with general approbation. 
Mr. Imbert never publifhed the fuccefs. of 
his experiments ; but he aflured me, that he 
had given the Court a very favourable ac- 
count of them. 

Opportunities fo frequently offer of making © 
ufe of the Extraét of Saturn, and the Obfer- 
vations I have made prove it applicable, in 
its different forms, to fo many diforders, 
that I thought it incumbent onme to lay be- 
fore the Public the various modifications — 
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it fhould undergoe, according to the variety of 
cafes. :

This liquor may very well be fubftituted 
in the place of wine and brandy, (in every 
_cafe where thefe are generally ufed) as likewife 
in that of different embrocations, commonly 
prefcribed for inflammations ; and more par- 
ticularly fuch as attend gun-fhot wounds: it 
1s likewife very proper for contufions, bruifes, 
{prains, echymofes; for the healing of ulcers, 
whether fcropulous, venereal, or cancerous, 
&c. In thefe cafes, and many others, it is. 
to be applied either by injeGion, fomentation, 
or bath: Weare not even afraid of affert- 


ing, that this liquor may be fuccefsfully ufed 


to ftop a gangrene, 

In fine, an uninterrupted feries of fuccefs 
(when made ufe of in internal inflammations) 
‘ has fufficiently proved, that it ought to be 
preferred to emollient decoétions, poultices, 
and many other remedies, generally pre- 
_fcribed, which too often prove contrary to 
‘the nature of the difeafe.. Of this I hope to 
convince my readers in the chapter’ on In- 
flammation. | . Une . 

2. This Extract of Saturn is the bafis of a 
medicine, much hitherto wanted in furgery, 

with

with which I have performed many cures: 
of thefe J publifhed an account in the year 
1746, and propofe taking notice of them 
again in the prefent edition. 

3. The Extraé& of Saturn, mixed up with 
oil of rofes, wax, and camphor, forms a Po- 
matum of extraordinary virtue ; an account 
of which | fhall give in the fequel. 

4. It is with this Extra&, wax, and cam- — 
phor, I make a Plaifter, which many years 
experience has proved to be infallible in the 
rheumatifm. | 

5. The Extra& of Saturn, mixed with 
foap *, may be very advantageoully ufed in an 
anchylofis, or hiffnels of a joint, or for dif- 
perfing all vifcous humours feated in the ner- 
vous involucra, or coverings of the tendons. 

6. The refiduum of the Extraét of Saturn 
is a very great difperfer : this experience has

7. We frequently ule poultices of bread and 
Vegeto-mineral Water for cold, {chirrhous, 
and fcrophulous tumours: by their means 
we not only fee thefe tumours difperfed, but 
very often abfcefles, though fuppurated in 
different places.

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Here I cannot avoid making a refleion, 
which feems proper to illuftrate the many - 
virtues which a conftant and fuccefsful prac- 
tice of many years has convinced me are to 
be found in Lead, and its different prepara- 
tions. The antients, who pracifed more 
from their own obfervations and experience | 
than we do, feldom left out fome preparation: 
of Lead in their prefcriptions for external 
complaints. This the different difpenfatories 
fuffiiciently prove. Mr. Faget, an eminent 
Paris furgeon, has found the tripharmacum 
to be almoft a fovereign remedy for many © 
chirurgical diforders. Now it is well known 
that this plaifter, which is defcribed word for 
word by Bauderon, and was, before him, 
mentioned by Meiné. has. litharge for its bafis, 
and to that owes its efficacy. How then 
will it be poffible for any. one, confidering 
the general approbation this metal has met 
with for many years paft, not to find in it 
a quality never hitherto difcovered. in any 
other ? In effect, where is a medicine to be 
found, whofe particles are at the fame time 
mild, ponderous, flexible, and, by my prepa- 
rations of it, fo fubdivided as to be capable of 
being introduced into the moft minute. vef- - 
- fels; whofe texture is fo fine, and whofe com- 
pactibility is fo great? J mean that of the 
nerves, tendons, aponeurofes, membranes, &c. 
preferving at the fame time their,own activity 
on the blood and lymphatic veflels, teftoring 
inflamed parts, fwelled and {chirrous glands,

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to their. natural tone, . removing _ obftruc- 
tions therein, and giving a proper circula- 
tion to the infpiffated and itagnated fluids.

By what: has been already ‘advanced, the 
reader may perceive, that the different pre- 
parations of Lead have always been held in 
great eftéem. Is not then the prefent difufe 
of it very detrimental to fociety ? I have fome 
reafon to flatter myfelf, that forthe time to 
come it will more frequently enter into me-— 
dical prefcriptions, and that my own Obfer- 
vations will have fome {mall fhare in giving it 
the pre-eminence it fo juftly deferves ; and 
at the fame time encourage thofe to experience 
its good effects, who~before, from prejudice, 
were deterred from its ufe.

I cannot help remarking a farther advan- 
tage the Public may reap in making ufe of 
this medicine; I mean the ealy rate it may 
be conveyed at from one place to another: 
for with fome quarts of this Extra& (the car- 
riage of which can never be very expenfive, 
though the hofpitals are at a great diftance) 
- many hogfheads of the Vegeto- -mineral Water 
may be made. 

This is the path I open to the pradeicianlts 
in furgery for the cure of many diforders in- 
cident to their province : I have no other view 
in my commendations of the different prepa-

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On. exiernal Inflammations ; and of the <Aétion of 
‘the Extract of Saturn on thefe Di uforders. 


AY 1 ais AES of the external parts of 
the body is a very common difeafe, 
and may proceed from a thoufand different 
caufes; fuch as a blow, a fall, a contufion, 
&c. from external accident : internally: from 
any local defect of the folids; from the con- 
traction of the fmaller veltels from their 
fpafm ; from their compreflion, conftriclion, 
and obftru€iion ; from the difficulty which 
the blood finds in pafling the extremity of the 
arteries; from its too great quantity, thick- 
nefs, vifcidity, mixture with heterogeneous 
and virulent parts; or from any other alter- 
ation, whether fimple or combined, &c. | 
“This diforder attacks indifcriminately all 
the parts of the human frame which are com- 
poled of fanguincous and lymphatic veffels. 
‘hus in regard tothe external parts; nothing 
is fo common as inflainmations of the fkin, 
fat, glands, mufcles, membranes, tendons, 
aponcurofes, and of all the organs which fall 
under the fenfes, 
The inflammatory ftate is often accompa- 
nied with very mild fymptoms; but, on the 
B 6 ‘cons’ 
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contrary, frequently with violent ones. This 
difference, in the violence of the fymptoms 
merits all the attention of the praétitioner, 
feeing it is principally upon that he ought to 
eftablifh his prognoftic and plan of cure. 
What general .diforder are not. the principal 
ceconomical and animal funétions thrown 
into by an inflammation of an aponeurofis, 
or of atendon ? Nay, convulfions, faintings, 
even death itfelf, are but too often the fatal 
confequences. What is not to be appre- 
hended from an inflammation which tends to 
a mortification ; efpecially if deeply lodged’ 
in the internal parts, or attacks a bad fubject ? 
Theife confiderations and athoufand others, 
of which it 1s not my intention to give a detail 
in this work, ought to make the furgeon fen- 
fible, how very -neceflary it is for him to be 
well acquainted with the remedies that are 
proper for the fubduing of inflammations. 
-Thefe very remedies are in every one’s 
hands, and the moft ignorant may blufh not 
to be acquainted with them. But do they 
deferve thole praifes, and that degree of con- 
fidence, which is beftowed upon them? This’ 
is a queftion which their effects alone can de- 
cide. | 
Now it is very certain, and untverfally ac- 
knowledged by men -of fenfe, that the effect 
of the external applications ufually prefcribed 
for inflammations,. often difappoint our ex~ 
pectation. Sometimes they confift of olea- 
ginous and greafy fubftances, which ‘ftuff 4 
= ayn. the 
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the pores. of the inflamed part, and increale 
the fymptoms by augmenting the volume of 
the ftagnated fluids: at other times they 
confift. of emollient. and mucilaginous parts, 
‘which conveying a great quantity of moifture, 
very much relax the texture: of the. veils, 
and difable them from getting clear of the 
redundancy of blood. Sometimes thefe ap- 
plications have powerful aftringent particles 
in their compofition, which repel the inflam- 
matory matter, and throw it upon the or- 
gans necelffary for life: at other times thefe 
compofitions are very active and irritative, 
and. contract the veflels fo powerfully, as to 
prevent them from recovering their tone ; 

by which all motion in the inflamed part be- 
comes totally interrupted. No one need 
then be furprifed, after fuch applications, if 
all the fymptoms are encreafed inftead of be- 
ing diminifhed. Nothing but. blind _preju- 


fice can conceal from us the inconveniencies 


and dangers attending the application of 
them; and humanity. itfelf is fufficient to 
detas. us: from the farther ufe of them,,. at 
leaft in. moft cafes. 

We conftantly avoid thefe different rocks, 
by making ufe of the Extract of Saturn. A 
confiderable number of Obfervations, made 
during my, praétice of thefe twenty years 
paft, have convinced me, that this medicine is 
the true fpecific for the treatment of all exter- 
nal inflammations: its effect is infallible, and 
often furpaffes our expeCtations, by promot- 


ing 
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ing at fight the refolution of the moft vio- 
lent inflammations, and even fometimes af- 
ter they have fuppurated. The fa& laft. 
mentioned will appear furprifing, and per- 
haps incredible, to the matters of the art : I 

myfelf with difficulty fhould have been con 
_vinced of it, had not I frequently feen and 


demonftrated it, efpecially in the Royal Hof- 


pital, where I had frequently opportunities 
of treating thefe kinds of difeafes. , 

This remedy, then, has always fucceeded 
with me, at atime when the moft reputable 
applications have proved either ufelefs or 
pernicious ; but thofe will be lefs furprifed 
with its amazing effets, who maturely cons 
fider its compofition, and its manner of ac- 

tion. eo 
The firft thing to be obferved in the Ex- 
tract of Saturn, are the leaden particles ful- 
pended in the liquid; which is the confe- 
quence of the ebullition of the litharge with 
the vinegar. ‘I hefe particles are fo formed, 
as to be capable of entering the pores of the 
fkin, and the orifices of the fmalleft veffels : 
upon thefe they- act. by their weight and vo- 
lume, and difperfe the humours which choak 
the inflamed veffels, augment their motion, - 
and bring them back to the courfe of cir- 


culation. ‘This particular ation of the par- _ 


ticles of the Lead is affifted by that of the 
liguid, which is its vehicle. This liquid has 
not ,only the property of foftening and atte- 
nuating the vifcid humours which choak sie 
; the 
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the inflamed veffels, but likewife (notwith- 
ftanding the ebullition) increafing the {pring 
of thefe veffels, without irritating them. 
The confequence of this is, a refolution of 
the inflamed part, a ceffation of the pain, and 
other inflammatory fymptoms: all this, I fay, 
is effected by the Extraét of Saturn alone; 
the efficacy of which, in thefe diforders, may 
be looked upon as a maxim in furgery. 

This metallic remedy a¢éts in the fame 
manner againft all obftructions in the lym- 
phatic vefiels, cutaneous diforders, and f{chir- 
rhous tumours: this I hope to prove in my 
Obfervations. 

From hence it appears of what import- 
ance it muft be, to change the opinion of 

thofe who look upon tie preparations of Lead 
to be dangerous: it is an erroneous prejudice, 
which deferves the greateft attention from the 
practitioner. Ido not defpair of their think- 
ing even as I do, if they will give themfelves 
the trouble of reading this Work. 
' I cannot too much exclaim againft the prac- 
tice of thofe: who employ emollient and relax- 
ing fomentations In the treatment of external 
inflammations, It istrue, thefe remedies are 
often ftrongly recommended by practitioners, 
and many chirurgical writers‘; but neither the 
one nor the other can deny, that the ule of 
thefe applications has been often followed by 
the moft fatal difafters. 

A furgeon, in fome degree of reputa- 
tion, who is a great partizan of emollient 

decoétions,

deco€tions, confumed ‘fo great; -a;quantity -of 
mallows and other emollient plants, in acam- 
paign of three months only, that he exhautt- 
ed the whole country where the French army 
‘was encamped: the inconvenience which re- 
fulted from this, was a produ@ion of worms 
in almoft all the gun-fhot wounds, which he 
ought to have ftimulated and recalled to life, 
inftead of accelerating the mortification by: 
emollients. This faét, which makes no apo- 
logy for emollient dnd relaxing medicines, | 
was atteefted to me by many of the profef- 
fion, who attended the army at that tame. 
Icannot then help being furprifed that 
this error is not corrected : particularly as the 
art of furgery has been fo much improved 
of late years, and fo few of the Faculty, 
can poflibly be ignorant of the bad effect of 
emollients. How is it poffible to reconcile the 
a€tions of thefe medicines with the idea every 
one mult form to himfelf ofthe nature of in- 
flammation ¢ Is it not, on the contrary, very 
certain that by this kind of application, we - 
relax more and more the tumefied veflels? — 
that we render them by this means fulcepti= — 
ble of a ftill greater diftenfion, and a€tually’ 
contribute to the evil terminations of inflam- 
matory diforders ? Bytheir ufe the heat of 
fuppuration is augmented; a gangrene and — 
corruption of the parts brought on; and fel- 
dom, very feldom, is the tumour feen to dif 
perfe, which ought to be the. principal aim 
of the pradtitioner, and which can often be 
| : effeted 
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many of the Faculty are as well convinced as 
myfelf ; and I make no doubt, but all thofe 
who will give themfelves the trouble ‘to reid 
the Obfervations which conftitute a great part, 
of the prefent work, and apply them pro- 
perly, will eafily admit ‘that this remedy 
ought to be preferred to all others, in the 
treatment of an external inflammation, whe- - 
ther it be recent, or ofa long ftanding, fimple 
or complicated, benign or malignant ; in 
fhort in all the circumftances in which it 
can. be confidered. 

I muft now anticipate an objection, which 
will undoubtedly be made to me; and that 
is after having condemned the ufe. of emol- 
lients, I ftill mix them up with my own re- 
medy. But it is tobe remarked, that a pro- 
per mixture is often very neceffary, which 
‘the. moft fuccefsful experiments have fufii- 
ciently proved: this fact, 1 believe, will be 
acknowledged by. thofe. who will read my Ob- 
fervations. But, among emollients, the one 
f moftly prefer isthe crumbs of bread : for 
‘it only relaxes the part as far as 1s neceflary 
to facilitate the paflage of the particles of the 
Lead into the tumefied vefiels, without par- 
taking of the bad qualities of oleaginous and 
grealy medicines, which ought always to be 
Jaid afide in inflammatory cafes. | 

Before we enter into a detail of the different 
{pecies of inflammation, to which my remedy 
is applica bis, I cannot help complaining 

loudly 
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loudly againft the imputation of the repulfive 
power that has been attributed to Lead and 
its preparations. I know how much the 
error has been propagated, and that it has 
been fupported for ages by the moft refpeét- 
able authorities ; but truth has unlimitted 
rights which ought to have the preference 
to all authorities, efpecially in queftions that 
relate to facts, which experience alone can 
determine. Upon this principle, I will not 
{top at the crowd of chirurgical writers, who 
have attributed this repercuflive quality to 
Lead ; but, among the reft, there 1s one 
hte name alone may give weight to the er-. 
ror, againtt which I contend. The author [ 
fpeak of is Mr. Quefnay, who, in his Treatife 
on Suppuration, has placed thé preparations. 
of Lead among the number of repelling me-_ 
dicines. He relates many Obfervations, which. 
prove that litharge, white lead, &e.. have 
been employed with very good fuccefs, in- 
‘different inflammations. Mr. Quefnay, in. 
thefe cafes which he has related, makes no 
doubt of their having acted by repercuffion : - 
but this can by means be proved by his. 
own cafes. For, firft, as he did not employ 
thefe remedies folely, but mixed them: up with 
other compofitions, fo it does not follow that 
the preparations of Lead; have a repelling 
quality, from the cure haveing been operated 
‘by repercuffion. Again; who knows but the 
prejudices of the gentlemen who made the 
Obferyations ‘quoted: by Mr. Quefnay, aid

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have concealed from them the true manner in 
which thc medicine ufually acted and have 
induced them to atribute to repercuffion ef- 
feéts which did not proceed from it? But 
let that be as it will, I can proteft, upon the 
foundation of an experience that never de- 
ceived me, that the repelling power attri- 
buted to Lead and its preparations, is one of 
the greateft. errors that have flipt into the 
_ practice of furgery, and one of thofe in 
which it behoves practitioners moftly to be 
undeceived. 

Among the different inflammations that 
have fallen within my praétice, that of the 
erifipelas, or St. Anthony’s fire, has been the 
moft frequent. This difeafe makes advances, 
which not only proceed from the caufe which 
produced it, and the part that is affected, but 
alfo from the remedies commonly made ufe of 
to fubdue it. 

Among erifipelatous inflammations, fuch 
as tend to a phlegmon, or gangrene, may be 
molt eafily diftinguifhed,. being limited to a 
certain extent in the fkin: thefe require the 
greateft attention and expedition in the treat- 
ment, if we with to fcreen the parts affeGed 
from the terrible danger which threatens 
thems. 1, : 

Confirmed by the fuccefs which has often 
attended the ufe of my metallic remedy, I 
-have applied it in every kind of erifipelas ; 
and my method has been followed by many 
‘other prattitioners, who have been furprized 
134, at 
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at the celerity of its good effects ; confefling, 
that they had till then been miftaken; and. 
blaming thofe who abftained, in fimilar cafes, — 
from ‘ufing this medicine, for fear of making 
the inflammatory matter flow back into the ° 
mafs of blood. This fear, which the ene- 
mies of the Extraét of Saturn indultrioufly 
propagated, gave them a pretence for not 
abandoning their old opinions, which are 
‘certainly as chimerical as their reafonings 
on the aGtions. of emollients. } 
Our remedy (the refolving powers of which 
no one can difpute) has this peculiar ad- 
vantage, That, if it does not always procure a 
difperfion of certain inflammations, which it 
generally does, it much diminifhes the heat 
of fuppurations, which is often to be dreaded 
above allin fuch erifipelas’s. as are produced 
by putrid cafes, as experience proves, and 
has been well remarked by Mr. Quefnay.. 
Every one knows, that the termination of 
fiery inflammations ‘by refolution, is always _ 
moft defirable ; for,.in fuch cafes,.a fuppura- 
tion is often atended with fuch fatal fymp- 
toms, that a gangrene, which has always been 
confidered by’ pra€titioners as the moft dan- 
-‘gerous iffue of inflammations is often more 
_ tra€table, than obftinate, bleeding ulcers, 
into which an erifipelas that fuppurates,’ or- 
dinarily degenerates.. Now the medicine. 
which we make ufe of in fubduing fiery tu- 
mours conftantly favours a difperfion; and, 
thus fcreens thofe, who are afflited me 
| uch 
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fuch maladies, from the dangerous turns 
which we have juft mentioned. 

But it would be reftraining the extra&t of 
Saturn to very narrow limits, “if, we confined 
Its action — to erifipelatous inflammations 
only, it aéts with no lefs efficacy in phleg- 
monous ones, how painful foeveror violent 
in their fymptoms in boils ; in -inflamma- 
tions attended‘ with great heat? in whit- 
loes in inflammations of the glands un- | 
der and behind the ear, whether they are 
the fymptoms ofa difeafe ; or conftitute the 
difeafe itfelf; in quinfies ; in opthalmies ; 
in a word. in all external affections that 
artake more or lefs of the inflammatory 
Te , 

1. Red painful tumours, attended with 
a pulfation and burning heat,. called phleg- 
mons, -often put the patient in imminent 
danger. Some of thefe are feated in ver 
fenfible parts, and accompained with cruel 
pains, delirium, fharp fever, and other alarm-: 
ing fymptoms. Others principally attack the’ 
_ fat, and are followed by a fuppuration, which’ 
is not eafily removed. Others, again, are’ 
formed upon certain delicate organs, and from’ 
thence acquire a greater degree of malig- 
_ Nancy ;.as upon the globe of the eye, or its 
adjacent parts, &c, In general, thefe phleg-- 
- monous inflammations hurry to a period, 

. generally terminate in fuppuration, fome- 
times in a hard tumour, and. at other times 
in a mortification. The matters of the art 


‘who | 
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who have employed the Extract of Saturn for 
thefe complaints, know how proper it is to , 
calm the pains, to diffipate the inflammatory 
matter, to prevent an abundant fuppuration ; 
in fine, to difperfe the infpifflated humours, 
and prevent their induration. 

2. Our application is not lefs fuccefsful in 
malignant boils, deeply feated in the fat, 
and which often refift the action of other 
medicines. ‘The particles of Lead, by their 
fupplenefs and tenuity, not only enter 
the little cells or glands which thefe boils 
attack, and attenuate the vifcous matter 
lodged therein, but alfo the little veffels 
which communicate moifture to thefe folli-.

3. Though I have had no opportunity of 
applying my remedy in Carbuncles, I make 
no doubt but it would be of great ufe in 
allaying the heat and acute pain which gene- 
rally attends them: its good effeéts in can- 
cerous tumours and others, which are cha- 
racterifed by a great acrimony and corroding 
quality in the humours, enable me to con- 
clude by analogy, that it may be of great 
ufe in the above-mentioned diforder. I fhall 
affiduoufly endeavour in the courfe of prac- 
tice to employ my Extraé& for that complaint, 
- when an occafion offers. | 

4. Without entering into a long detail on 
the fubje&t of inflammations which “ 

the 
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the extremity of the fingers, called the white 
loe; I will confine myfelf to obferve, that 
the greater or lefs violence of the heat, pain, 
and other fymptoms, an affemblage of which 
charatterifes the difeafe, depends entirely 
upon the different parts of the finger wherein 
they are feated. It is upon this variety that 
the divifion of the whitloe into different kinds 
is founded. The firft is confined to the fkin 
and fat, and is the mildeft of all; though 
_fometimes indeed it happens, that by the in- 
flammation and fuppuration of the fat, which 
is found at the extremity of the fingers, we 
fee the patient run great rifks: for this in- 
flammation continuing on to their bafis, and 
paffing through different channels of the in- 
ternal part of the metacarpus, brings a con- 
fiderable tumour over the whole hand, which 
is penetrated in various dire¢tions by the pu- 
rulent matter: it is principally in whitloes 
that are neglected or ill-treated, in which 
_thefe fatal confequences are obferved. The 
fecond kind is feated in the nervous in- 
volucra belonging to the flexor mutcles 
of the fingers, and is attended with the 
-moft cruel pains, which are communicated 
to the adjoining fingers, hand, and even 
the arm itfelf; the heat is fo great as to be- 
come fometimes infupportable : one may have 
-feen patients tortured in this manner beg to 
have the finger cut off, not being able to 
bear the intenfe pain, {0 thefe fymptoms is

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coer alarming circumftances, which an- 
nounce the general diforder of all! the func- 
tions. Sometimes this fecond fpecies of 
whitloe terminates in fudden death, caufed 
by the violence of the inflammation, or in 
a more lingering one, the effect of a fuppu- 
ration, prenetrating in various directions along 
the hand, wrift, and arm, where it forms 
matter and brings on a train of a thoufand. 
mortal fymptoms. _ The periofteum inflamed 
and fuppurated conflitutes the third kind of 
whitloe, in which the pains are very acute, 
and deeply feated. This is alfo attended 
with a violent feyer, want of fleep, deli- 
Tium, and many other fymptoms which are 
- commonly produced by the fame caufe as in- 
_tenfe pain; the patient often falls into faint- 
ing fits, anda caries of the bones is much 
to be apprekended from the third kind. The. 
whitloe, which is feated under the nail, 
often arifes from the punéture of athorn, a 
needle, or any fharp-pointed body, which 
paffes between the nail. and the flefh. _ The. 
immobility of the joints, which too fre- 
quently follows the fecond and third fpecies. 
of whitloe, proceds from the deftruétion. 
of the tendbus and ligaments which tie 
the articulations together 3 this takes its rife 
from fuppuration, gangrene, and often from 
both, 

From what has been already faid, it is evi- 
dent how important it muft be to app'y the 
_ molt expeditious and efficacious remedies to” 

whit- 


on 
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whitloes, both to calm the violence of the © 
{fymptoms, and prevent the dangerous confe- 
quences. [I fhould be forry to recommend 
the Extra& of Saturn as the only agent to 
~ which wemay have recourfe in all thefe cafes; 
but I can confidently affirm, that this appli- 
cation has generally proved fuccefsful in 
thefe inflammations, when the common ones 
have often been very detrimental. I call to

punétured, or any other injury which is of, 
fered to the tendinous and aponeurotic part, 
of our body. In all thefe circumftances, _ |

6. Inflammatory tumours of the glands 
below the ear frequently occur in practice : 
_ they fometimes arife independent of any pre- 
ceding complaint, but are often the confe- 
quences of putrid fevers, of which they are 
fometimes a crifis, and fometimes only a 
fymptom, but almoft always difpofed to be 
{chirrhous. How many times, by the ufe of 
improper applications to thefe glands, have 
we not feen the matter repelled upon the 
brain, lungs, or fome other internal organ, 
and produce mortal fymtoms? The Extra& 
of Saturn is an excellent refource, and may

The quiacy is fufceptible of the ufual termt-

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fations of inflammatory tumours; and it is 
but too often we fee it fuppurate and end im 
a mortification : the fpeedy relief which fol- 
lows the application of the Vegeto-mineral 
Water, authorifes me to affirm, that there 1s 
no better remedy againft inflammations of 
the throat.

Some 
contradictions that Mr. Raulin had been 
expoled to from his colleagues, who wanted 
to fubftitute the falt of Vitriol for the fale 
of Lead, convinced that phyfician of the fu- 
periority of the laft medicine over the for- 
mer. He has learnedly given his reafons in 
his Treatife, . 
Or ad C 2 | The 
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The happy effe&s of the falt of Lead in 
Mr. Raulin’s hands, induced other “pratie 
tioners to follow the fame track. 

In the Medicinal Journal of June 1758, 
there is an interefting letter, addreffed to 
Mr. Vaudermonde by Mr. Toni oh ae a cele- 
brated phyfician of Lifle in Flanders, who, 
after having unfuccefsfully tried all kinds of 
medicines to fubdue a putrid quinfey, which 
depopulated the environs of that city, deter: 
mined at laft to make ufe of the falt of Lead 
in one of thefe cafes, which he had under his 
infpeétion. The mortified-crufts had fo far. 
prevailed, as to cover a great part of the 
tonfils, and the anterior pillars of their parti- 
tion.

Thefe 
opthalmies are often very inveterate, and 
obftinately refift the applications which are 
generally made ufe of for fubduing them ; if 
then the common method of _treating them is’ 
often unfuccefsful, and even injurious, why 
‘Hoe: have ‘retourle to a remedy which expe- 
rience proves infallible, however confiderable 
and inveterate the opthalmia may be ? This 
remedy is no other than the Extraé& of Saturn;

THE name of Burn is given to the 
change of the human’ body which follows 
the applicationsof fire. Thischange confifts

gulation, and diffipation of the humours. 
urns are not only effected by contact with 


real fire, as that ofa flaming hot coal, but 


alfo by contact of fubftances folid or fluid 
which contain a great quantity of fiery par- 
ticles; fuch, for example, as hot iron, boil- 
ing ‘il, water, gun-powder, &c. 

The fymptoms of burns are reduced nearly 
to thofe of inflammation ; but.a great diffe- 
rence is t» be obferved in their degree. 

_. 1. Sometimes the ation of the fire does 
not reach deeper than the cuticle, and mu~ 
cous fubftance below. In thefe flight Burns, 
a number of blifters arife on the part, be- 
‘come red, and occafion an itching fenfation 
and by the feparation of the epidermis from 
the fkin, the extremities of the nerves are 
left naked. Pain now commences, and of- 
ten with fome degree of intenfenefs ; but all 
thefe fymptoms vanifh in a fhort time, and. 
_ Nature effects a cure by pene Mane the out- 
| aah {kin, | 
A Burn becomes more confiderable, if 
ax Bia of the fire has penetrated to the 
fkin and fat; for then heat and pain are 
highly encr eafed ,together with a dr ynefs and 
harcrefs of the bimied part, which is imme- 
d ately covered with little veflels, filled with 
_ ayellowifh humour. 

3, In-the moft violent burns, not only the 
epidermis, the fkin, and fat, are deftroyed, 
but the membranes, mul{cles, vellels, and 
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even the bones themfelves are confumed 3 
and in the place of the live parts, there re- 
mains a black infenfible flough ; in a word, 
a dead matfs, 

It is eafy to conceive, and experience fuf- - 
ficiently proves, that the effets of burns vary 
according to the diverfity of caufes. Boil- 
ing oil makes more ceniiderable impreffion 
than boiling water. A burn from pitch or 
rofin is ftill more to be feared. Red-hot iron, 


which touches gently, as it pafles the body, . 


_ leaves lefs traces than when it is ftrongly ap- 
plied for a confiderable time: aqua-fortis, 
gunpow er, different fpecies of cauflics, pro- 
duce diferent burns. 

It is effentially neceffary to remark the na- 
ture and extent of the parts of the body 
which have fuffered from fire ; for it is evi- 
dent that the danger is more or lefs great, 
according to the ftruéture and ufe of the parts 
burned, and the more or lefs fpace fuch parts 
occupy. The temperament and conftitution 
of the patient ought alfo ts weigh with us, in 
forming our opinion of thofe difeafes. In 
general, the deeper the burn, the more is to 
be apprehended from i:. | : 

The remedies againft burns are extremely 
numerous. Every one, if I may fo fpeak, 
has one peculiar to himfelf: but without 
entering into a fuperfluous detail, I will only 
mention the admirable effects of the Prepa- 
rations of Leadin burns. Before the Extra& 
ef Saturn was known, I have feen able fur- 
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geons make ule of an ointment of edd with 


great fuccefs on thefe occafions. I myflf 


had occafion to ufe it happily for Mademoi- 
felle Sybille, who had a confiderable burn 
on her face and neck, to which one of my

any other hard body, forced from the cavity 
of fire arms by the explofion of gun-powder. 
: The 
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The bad effets of wounds from fire- arms 


may be con at in three different points of 
view. If any part of our body is injured 


by an Bs | ee of powder, nothing but a 
burn will enfue, which will be more or lefs — 


violent, according to the quantity of powder 
exploded, the force with which it has ftruck 
and penetrated the parts, and the extent and 
nature of the parts burnt. 2. Balls, or any 
other body, fent out of fire-arms, do not al- 
ways caufe wounds, but fometimes only 


contufions, which are in general much to be 
feared, whether they are confidered only in. 
eamielves. or with relpedt to the fhock and’ 
commotion, which are often communicated. 


from the contufed part to the whole frame. 

. The ‘violence with which fire-arms expel 
thé folid bodies pent up in them, may enable 
us eafily to comprehend why the wounds 
which follow them are fo frequent. A view 
“alone of thefe wounds is fuilicient to prove 
how dangerous they are in their nature: their 
lips and furface are not {mooth and uniform, 
as in thofe made by a fharp inflrument, but 
the flefh is bruifed, unequally tore, and 


jagged. But it wou'd detain us from our 


prefent fubjett, to give a long detail of the 
difference, fymptoms, complications, and ef - 
fe€ts of thefe difeafes, 

_. Now it is very certain, that nothing is lefs 
fixed, or more undecided, than the methods 
which have been and are now ufed in the 


freatment of gun-fhot wounds. Some, as

- 
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Mr. Ranby, an Englith furgeon, recommend 
foftening with oil the firft drefling ; others, 
which is much the fame, ule emollient ca- 
taplafms. ‘This is the genefal method, when 
they are attended with inflammation. Some 
make ufe of aromatic wine, when there is a 
contufion and tumour: a practice which fuf- 
ficiently agrees with the indication which 
ought to be fulfilled. Others, again, make 
ufe of f{pirituous medicines, which may be 
of fervice when mixed with other ingredi- 
ents; but which, I believe, are always. inju- 
‘rious when applied alone, even in cafe of a 
mortification. : 

J would not have fpoken fo decifively 
-againft the bad confequences of the common 
practices of treating this fpecies of wounds, 
had I not been well convinced of them. It 
is one of the moft interefting points in fur- 
gery, which we fhould by no means over- 
look, by fuffering ourfelves to be mifled by 
former practice, inflead of confidering how 
to improve upon at. 

The infallibility of the paid effets of the 
Extra& of »aturn will fecure the praétitioner, 
who fhali prefcribe it in the treatment of gun- 
fhot wounds, from the errors which attend 
the other methods hithcrto adopted on the

What a-confiderable lofs do his Majefty’s 


troops fuffer, by the non-application of this 
Extract, both inthe field and hofpitals, where 
the wounded {warm! We have neglected 
nothing to make it public; and the moft fa- 
vourable experiments have juftified our opi- 
nion: yet by an inconceivabie infatuation, its 
-ufe is by no means fo general as it ought to 


be. Why have not modern authors, who - 


have written ex profefo on gun-fhot wounds, 


and the manner of treating them, had can- 


dour enough to acknowledge the ‘infuffi- 
ciency, or rather the danger, of the moft 
generally received procelles? If they would 


only tike the trouble to make trials of our 


application, the good effects of which we 
cannot futicient!y extol, perhaps they would 
be forced to declare in its favour.

He informed me, that the 
wound had often been tnjefted with barley water 
and honey of rofes- From thence | refolved to 
injeét fome of the Vegeto mineral Water, which I 
‘compofed myielf.

fuppurated, whether the pus is ftill concealed, 


or whether it difcharges itfelf. ‘I his furnifhes

furer grounds for our diagnoftic. 


The fkin, mufcles; and, above all, the fat, 
are the principal feats of external Suppura- 
tions; but they often attack other Pa

that are fufceptible of inflammation, fuch as 
are the membranes, aponeurofes, tendons, 
_ periofteum, &c. 

The Suppuration of every part is generally 
preceded bya greater or le{fs degree of in- 
flammation; and by this, chiefly, 1s a jadg- 
ment to be formed of the’ violence of the 
Suppuration. 

Although it has been faid, with a great 
deal of reafon, that Suppuration is the work 
‘of Nature, it is not ‘efs true, that it may be 
retarded or promoted by art, according to 
the choice which is made of the medicines 
proper for the occafion. This choice is not 
fo indifferent as is generally imagined, and 
often gives rife to many inconveniences. 
This fubje& being fo very important, re- 
iguires our particular attention. 

‘fmollients, on which we fufficiently dwel- 
* led in {peaking of Inflammations, are adopted 
__ by prattitioners with at leatt equal i inconveni- 
ences, inthe greater pa t of threatened Sup- 
purations. i hey tread the beaten path, from 
which they think it unfafe to depart; but a 
clofer examination wil! prove to us the infuf- 
ficiency and the danger of thefe emollient ap- 
plications, in the cafe now before us. 

But to attempt to perfuade the generality

_ fpeak, an inflamed part, which tends to 5up- 
_ puration, with relaxing and ripening cata- 
_plafms, is to fpeak a language entirely con- 
trary to their ideas. But what will they fay, 

if 
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if I demonftrate to them, that without any 


opening, the puru'ent matter confined in the 
- abfcefs may be carried off by refolution and 
tranfudation; I do not hefitate to publifh 
thefe facts, though in appearance very fur- 
prifing, becaufe they are confirmed by in- 
numerable experiments. It may therefore 
be looked upon as a truth, that the Extraé& 
of Saturn, applied in its different forms on 
the fuppurated part, penetrates to the mat- 
ter, and by a very fingular action caufes, 


through the pores of the fkin a difcharge of 


pus, which is found upon the different dref- 
fings; by which means, without coming to 
any operation, the faid pus is by degrees dif- 
perfed, and the patient perfectly cured. No 
other reafon can be given for this phanome- 


non, than by admitting the metallic particles — 
to have a peculiar power of dilating the pores»

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after which, ulcers, like wounds, want only 


_aregeneration of flefh and fkin. The object 


of our work isnot to enter here into difcuf- 
fions, which are often fruitlefs, concerning 
the manner of the growth of flesh, and for- 
mation of fkin; but flopping at fomething 
more folid, we will remark, that in the treat- 
ment of ulcers, ‘pratical furgery has very 
little uniformity. One ufes the ointment of _ 


Galen, when the ulcer is recent and pain- 


ful; others the balm of Arcus alone, or 
mixed with bafilicon: others, in fine, diffe- 
rent ointments, digeftives, plaifters,, &c, 


~ Now it appears that the relaxing ointment, as 


Pe SMa 
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that of Galen, blunts the ation of the vef- 


-feis, on which alone the cleanfing and heal- 


ing the ulcer depends ; from whence follow 


proud flefh, ill-digefled matter, &c. The 


othe: ointments, by a powerful irritation of 
the found veflels, add too much to their 
active power; from whence follow inflam- 
mation, copious fuppurations, and fome- 
times a mortification; or at leaft they con- 
fiderably retard the cure. 

If thefe dierent circumftances are feri- 
oufly confidered, we fhal be convinced, that 


im treating ulcers and fores, the choice of 


medicines ought to turn upon fuch as increafe 


the elafticity of the veflels without irritating 
them. ‘This is the effect of the xtra of 
Saturn, which, if applied either as a wath or

Sick asc a 
OBSERVATION. I. 


Communicated by Mr. EspPInas. 


Mr. DURAND, acutler of this town, went 
to Mr. Efpinas, a pupil of mine, to afluage the 
violent pains of an ulcer, which extended from the 
middle of his leg to the lower part of the malleo- 
lus internus; an infupportable cadaverous ftench 
iffued from it, and the edges were hard, callous, 
and turned back; the whole was of a livid colour, 
bordered upon black: the patient had been trou- 
bled with it for forty years, during which time 
many furgeons had undertaken the cure.

A SOLDIER of the regiment of Burgundy 
had been affli€ted for feven years with an ulcer

SECTION I, 


On the Action of the Extrat of Saturn on Fiftulas 
| and fiftu/ous Sinuffes. 


WHATEVER is the nature of the 
matter of an abfcefs, and in whatever part of 
the body it is found, a difcharge is always to 
be encouraged and promoted by incifion ; 
for when it has been lodged for any time, it 
never fails to open a paflage to thofe parts 
where it meets with leaft refiftance. ' Now 
as the oppofition from the fkin is much 
greater than that from the parts below it, it 
is not furprifing that matter, which has no 
external vent, fhould attack the adipofe mem- 
brane, and the muicles themfelves; thereby 
occafioning finufies, hard tumours, callofi- 
ties, and fometimes a caries of fuch bones as 
are found near it. | : 

A judicious practice might prevent. thefe 
accidents, which too frequently attend the 
common methods of cure. Tothis end the 
ufual applications, in inflammations, muft 
be abfolutely laid afide, and ours fubftituted 
in their ftead, either ina cataplafm, lotion, or 
otherwife.. By this means the inflammation 
may be removed; or,-if fuppuration, cannot. 
_be prevented, 1t may be at leaft confined to. 
- harrow 
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‘narrow bounds. When this laftis the cafe, 
we mutt lofe no time in procuring a difcharge, 


~ by an opening proportioned to the quantity 


‘of the pent-up matter ; that done, our Cerate 
is to be applied, and the wound wafhed with 


the Vegeto-mineral Water, in which the com- 


prefles are to be dipped ; by this method it 
will be foon cicatrized. :

One CHARLES HERBILLON, called the 


Tulip, a foldier of the regiment of Soiffonois, had 
three fiftulous ulcers; one in the middle of the 
coronal future of a confiderable extent, the fecond 
on the middle part of the right parietal bone, and 
the third near the coronal future; the bones of 


each were vifible. Thefe three ulcers were owing 


to encyfted tumours, which had broke of them- 


felves. The patient was free from any venereal 


taint. J ordered lotions to be made of the Vegeto- 


mineral Water, and the Cerate to be poured into — 


the finuffes, with which the pledgets were covered 3 


the patient was dreffed twice a-day, and he tcok

A NEPHEW of Mr. Guifcard, Commiffary 
at War at Genoa, had been afflicted for many 
years with a fiftula, which penetrated one of the 
maxillary finus’s.

iG is a received opinion among Phyficians 
and Surgeons, that external applications 
are ulelefs, and generally dangerous, in the 
treatment of cancerous tumours.

‘mentaries on the Aphorifms of Boerhaave, 
declares himfelf of Hildanus’s opinion, whofe 
Obfervations prove, that plaifters of muci- 
lage and melilot, mild as they are, augment 
the rednefs and pain of a Cancer, as often as. 
applied. This Obfervation, fays the illuftri- 
ous Commentator, juftifies the Aphorifm of 
Hippocrates, who teaches us not to attempt 
the cure of occult Cancers. We likewife 
find in Hildanus, and in other Obfervations, 
a number of examples which confirm the 
truth of Hippocrates’s opinion. 

This opinion, fo univerfally adopted; is the 
caufe of thefe unhappy fufferers being left a 
facrifice to the moft horrible pains, which no 
medicine can calm, and which frequently 
conduG& them to their graves. From hence 

. one 
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one may judge of what importance it would 
be to difcover a medicine, capable not only 


of relieving, but even of curing this other-. 


wife invincible and cruel diforder. Now I 
have the comfort to think, that I have dif- 
covered fuch a medicine in the Extraét of 
Saturn, applied in the different forms which 
are {pecified in the following Obfervations.

' A SOLDIER, of the regiment of Burgundy, 
came to the Hotel Dieu at Montpellier, afflicted

The furgeon of the ward 
examined the tumour, and feeing it did not tend

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_ ©ur application is the true fpecific for ef- 
fe&ting a refolution of this kind of tumours, 
efpecially in the beginning. In the courfe 
of a long practice, | have always experienced 
it to be effeétual in cafes where this fluid 
was thickened, whether in the joints or in- 
volucra of the tendons, even when the fharp- 
nels of the humour had occafioned gouty 
‘fwellings. However, what I have advanced 
is not grounded on my own Obfervations 
only, but on thofe of many practitioners ; as 
will aftcrwards appear. Before i enter upon 
the fa€ts which I have to mention, I think 
myfelf obliged to declare, that we owe to the 
Marefchal de Richelieu the perfection of the 
remedy which we employ for the cure of fuch 
diforders in the joints as are occafioned by 
the thicknefs of the fluid lodged in their cavi- 
ties. ‘I he addition of foap to the other ingre- 
dients ef the Pomatum, of which we fhall 
give an account in its proper place, was in- 
vented at Genoa by that illuftrious nobleman. - 
It was with this Pomatum I made a cure, in 
the year 1748, of which I fhall give a detail, 
and which is one of the moft furprifing of the 
kind that was ever performed.

nued to increafe, it was thought~proper to fend 
him to Bareges, At firft, thefe waters feemed to 
relieve him; he then went to his father’s houfe, 
when his pains, during the winter, returned upon 
him with double violence. This determined him 
to have recourfe in the fpring to the faid waters 
but they only ferved to add to his fufferings; upon 
which he was carried to Montpellier in the year 
1749. A confultation was.there held of Mef- 
fieurs Lazermés and Serane, phyficians, and Mr. 
Lamorier, my confrere, and myfelf. The follow- 
ing is an account of his fituation: When he lay 
down, the difeafed thigh was longer than the 
other; it was continually bent, and could by no 
means be moved, without caufing great pains in 
the flexor mufcles. ‘The part was cold, and it was 
with difhculty that any warmth could be com- 
municated to it. The patient could not move it 
without affiftance, and even then felt excruciating 
pains both in that part and the lee $ he was unable 
to put his foot to the ground, as he was to walk 
without crutches. Having examined the part, we 
found the head of the femur had been forced out 
of its acetabulum or cavity, without being above 
its level: this was apparent from the inequality of 
length in the limbs, efpecially when the patient 
was put into certain pofitions. It muft likewife be 
obferved, that the part was confiderably wafted. 
Weconfulted what was beft to be done for hing 
in this fituation: all prefent declared him incu- 
rable; notwithftanding, it was vaguely propofed 
that he might try the baths of Balaruc : he was’ at- 
tended by a furgeon of his own 3 who defpaired,” : 
hike the reft, of his recovery. Upon this, I pro- 
poied a trial of my remedies ; and the furgeon-con-

his fon’s recovery. In confequence of this, [ or- 
dered a bathing-tub to be got ready, in which | 


placed my patient twice a day, that he might more 


conveniently receive the pumping of the Vegeto- 
mineral Water ; cbferving at the fame time to make 
very gentle extenfions of the hlinb, backwards and 
forwards: during the fall of the water, the part” 
was rubbed ; then my Saturnine plaifter was ap- 
plied, and a warm cloth upon the whole.

OBSERVATION X. 


Communicated, 


Mapame DE LA GOMERCINIT, a Genoefe 
lady, had been troubled from her childhgod with 
a relaxation of the capfular ligaments of her left 
thigh. The diforder had been increafing for fif- 
teen years paft; and fo much fo, that the motion 
of the part was infenfibly leflened. “The weaknefs 
was fo great, that fhe was unable to fupport her- 
ielf; as fhe likewife was either to walk, fit down, 


or get up without affiftance. “Fhough the difor- 


der had originally been of a long ftanding, it was 
only for the fix or feven laft years that it had made 
any confiderable progrefs. When J] had>the ho- 
nour of attending her, in company with two Ge- 
noelfe phyficians, [ found her pains exceflive, and 
the whole thigh confiderably emaciated. For many 
years paft, this lady had confulted the moft emi- 
nentof the Faculty, in different parts of the world, 
had made trials of various baths, and of many other 
remedies, without finding advantege from any, 
Having carefully examined the part, I found, that 


the head of the femur was difplaced, and lodged . 


upon the mufcles of the buttock, which made that 
limb fhorter than the other by about four fingers 


breadth, I concluded, after having examined the 
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- grievance, that by a relaxation of the ligaments of 
the part, the mufcle of the buttock had contracted 
and drawn the head of the femur from its cavity 
_ upwards; and that. this, by prefling on the pofte- 
rior {ciatique nerve, gave rife to the pains my pa- 
tient felt. My opinion was, that fhe muft inevit- 
ably remain a cripple, and that the limb would at 
lait, wither away ; and, in fine, that the only me- 
_ thed remaining to give her eafe, would be to re- 
place the head of the femur in its acetabulum : To 
effeét which, I took the following method’: 

I ordered two jugs to be filled with the Vegeto- 
mineral Water warm: one afliftant held the 
trunk, another the lower, part, of the limb, who. 
gently moved it backwards and forwards ; in the 
mean time, a third poured from the jug the Vegeto- 
mineral Water upon the part, whilft a fourth was 
employed in rubbing it.

OBSERVATION XI. . 


A LADY of this town fell in-her apartment on 
the articulation of the femur with the iliac bones : 
a Prieft, who pretended to be a bone-fetter, was 
fent for, and foon after, myfelf. On my arrival, 
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I afked him what was the matter; he told me the 
femur was a little diflocated. 1 could not help repre- 
- fenting to this knowing gentleman, that an imper- 
fe& luxation of that bone was impoffible. Upon 
examining the grievance, I found there was only a 
fimple contufion of the ligaments; notwithftand= - 
ing which the lady was very lame after her fall 5 
but the application of my remedies foon eafed her 
pains, and prevented any farther relaxation of the » 
ligaments. 


OBSERVATION XII. 


A SAXON nobleman had a fall, which caufed 
a luxation of the radius, attended with a confider- 
able contufion of the adjacent parts. He was at- 
tended for fome time by many eminent furgeons $ 
but finding he had loft the ufe of the arm, he did 
sme the hononr to write to me from Bourdeaux for 
my advice, which | fent him, withmy Extra& of 
_ Saturn, and the receipt for making my Pomatum 
with foap. Mr. Giraud, an able furgeon of Agen, 
informed me, that he had feen this gentleman at 
Bareges ; and had learned from him, that my me- 
dicine had done him great fervice: this account 
the above gentleman confirmed to me in perfon, on 
his road to Montpellier. 


OBSERVATION XIIL 


"DURING my ftay at Genoa, I affifted at a 
confultation with Doétor Balby, and another of 
the Faculty, at the convent-of Portonia, which was 
held on Madame Morande’s account, one of the 
Religious. This lady had the tendons of her hand 
- fo contracted, that it had been clofed up and mo- 
tionlefs for‘fix years paft. She informed us that 
fhe had in -vain applied various remedies-which had 
been prefcribed to her by the moft fkilful of the 
Fyoulty. 1 enquired of her to what fhe attributed 

| her 
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hercomplaint. She faid fhe could contribute it to 
nothing but to her employment for many years, 
of cutting the portions of the Religious with a very 
large knife. I concluded from thence, that the 
little fynovial glands which are feated in the fheaths 
of the tendons, had been injured by this work ; 
and that the fynovia being infpiflated and dried up, 
had caufed the contra€tion of the. tendons, and 
_ confequently the immobility of the fingers. I was 
_-determined to make ufe of my preparations with 
the Extra& of Saturn ; and this the more willingly,

OBSERVATION XIV. 


On a Retra&ion and Hardnefs of the Flexor Mufcles 
of theThigh, accompanied with a confiderable Tenfion 
of the Mufculus Biceps. 


A DAUGHTER of one Ayrel, a fhoemaker, 
of about eleven years of age, had her right thigh 
fo centracted, that if any one offered to move it, 
however gently, fhe fuffered intolerable pains: in 
this fituation ihe had remained for three months, 
' and many remedies had been applied without fuc- 
cefs. She was at laft brought to me. I thought 
that the pumping of the Vegeto-mineral Water 
upon the part might be of great ufe to her: nor — 
was I deceived in my conjectures ; for by follow.

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from their own difpofition, and partly from 
the weight of the limb, and contraétion of 
the mufcles of the part affeCted; aud if the 


bone is not confined in its place by a ban- 


+ 


dage, the cavities of the joints are filled with 
fynovia, which is accumulated and thickened 
to fuch a degree, that it will be a difficult 
matter to replace the faid bone. 

Mr. Petit, in his excellent Treatife on the 
Difeafes of the bones, takes notice, that an 
incompleat luxation feldom happens to the 
articulation of the knee; and this is true, 
becaufe a round extremity, covered with a 
polifhed and {mooth cartilage, and oiled with 
its proper fluid, cannot remain long upon 
the edge of its tonkats The head of a bone 
thus circumftanced, when driven to the edge 
by any external violence, muft either fall 
out or return into its focket. Thus, either 
there will be no luxations, or it will be com- 


pleat ; which is far from being the cafe of 


fuch joints of the human body as are formed 
like a hinge. 

It is neverthelefs true, that the bones of 
the joint of the knee-are fometimes diflocated 
by external caufes in an incompleat manner ; 
but this never happens immediately, or at 


‘the moment in which we fall, or receivea 
blow : it can only happen in cafes of fals, or 


uncommon exertions, which particularly af- 
fe&t the ligaments that are ftrained and 
bruifed; and’difpofed to relaxation, The 
bone not being fixed exadily in its*focket, 

the 
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the fluid gathers, and thickens by degrees ; 
the relaxation increafes, the extremity of the 


bone firft lofes ground, and then 1s forced 


uite out of its focket. 


Thefe kinds of luxations are generally ne- 


gleéted, and looked upon incurablé ; they are 
fo in effeét, from a want of proper applica- 
tions. Now this would not be the cafe, were 
they confidered in the light of real ruptures ; 


that is to fay, they require the fame atten- 


tion, and the relaxation of the ligaments is 
to be prevented by a bandage, proper ap- 
plications, and perfea reft, to give thefe liga- 
ments time to recover their tone; the part 
affected will otherwife wafte, it will be 
ftretched or lengthened by its own weight, 
and at laft the cavity cf the joint will be 
filled. with fynovia, which mutt neceffarily 
force the head of the bone quite out of its 
focket, and give rife to a compleat luxation. 
When we would remedy luxations of this 


kind, two things deferve our pariicular at- 


tention: firit, by extention and counter-ex- 
tention, we nuit gently reftore the bone to 
its place; fecondly, we-muft fix it there by 
a proper bandage. With regard to external 
applications, I am not afratel to affert, that 


no baths, no pumpings are equal in their. 


falutary effects to fuch as are produced by» 


our metallic fluid, mixed with common. 


water, to which is added a little brandy: 


the ecacy of this fluid is feconded by the

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4 application of the Saturnine plaifter, made 


as directed in the formule. 
~ When the head of the bone has been con- 


duéted into its cavity, we fhould be careful 
to give frequent but gentle motion to the 


_ joint; this motion, often repeated during the 


pumping, and affifled by the action of our 


remedy, produces furprifing effects; and I 
can venture to fay, that it is particularly effi- 
cacious in acting upon the redundant fluid, . 
when thickened in any cavity, or the fheaths 
of the tendons, which is the cafe in anchye 
lofes. 

In luxations where the ligaments are much 
injured, great care muft be’ taken not to 
harrafs the part too much after the bone is 


_Yeplaced. The gentleman who makes the 


fubjeé& of the Ninth Obfervation, would have 
had nothing to fear from a relapfe, if he had 
not indulged himfelf in violent exercifes, fuch 
as hunting, dancing, and other movements 
unfavourable to the recovery of the tone of 
the articular ligaments: he fhould have al- 
lowed more time to the bathing with the 
Vegeto-mineral Water, and to the ufe of the

one or two in particular, 


Pathologifts are very careful not to a! 
found fimple with complicated Rheumatifms, © 


which are. either gouty, venereal, or fcor- 


butic; for although it be true, eBay many” 


other diforders may occafion a complication 
of rheumatic pains, neverthelefs experience 
teaches us, that they commonly attend the 
gout, venereal difeafe, or feurvy. 


The degrees of thats pains we are HpeAKeE 


ing of vary almoft ad injuutun. ‘They are 


femetimes fo inconfiderable as to permit the 
patients to atténd their occupations; but they 7 
are in general fo accute, as to deprive them. 7 


The violence of the pain is 
fometimes fo exceffive, that the whole body

We fhall not enter into a detail of the dif- 
tant caufes that produce Rheumatic Pains ; 
their caufes are innumerable: we will only 
obferve, that in the Army, whofe intereft and 
advantage we always have in view, thefe dif- 
eafes are often occafioned bya bad regimen ; 
by cold and damps, to which the foldiers

Practice informs us, that there are Phan 
matic pains exceedingly obftinate ; amongit 
which, thofe rheumatifms that are gouty 
or venereal are fometimes ranked. Some- 


times we alfo meet with infinite difficulties 
in the cure of fimple rheumatifms ; but 


th 
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this is feldom the cafe, except they attack 
bodies where the mafs of humours, and efpe- > 
cially the lymphatic parts, are vitiated with 
a remarkable acrimony, joined to an infur- 
mountable vifcofity. 

It is pretended that the periofteum is 
fometimes the feat of this difeafe; nor is 
this improbable, feeing it is charged with 
fuch a number of lymphatic veffels: but we 
muft take care not to confound the Rheu- 
matic Pains which are attributed to an injury 
of the periofteum, with thofe pains that at- 
tack the interior texture of the mufcles, and 
are felt very deep. 

In phyfic and furgery, difeafes to which 
the leaft attention is paid, and where the 
treatment appears the leaft interefling, be- 
come often in the end the moft tncurable 
evils, and baffle all the knowledge of the 
greateft praétitioners. This is often the 
cafe in Rheumatifms negle&ted at firft, or 
ill treated; they often become inveterate, 
and laft not for years only, but for life ;

The condu& of wife and prudent praéti- 
tioners does not expofe their patients to the 
like inconveniences; for after having em- 
ployed proper remedies, fuch as bleeding, 
purging, and cooling draughts, &c. they 
prefcribe a long courfe of fwecteners, and

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- great eafe in thefe pains, efpecially if the 


“ patients conftantly lead a regular life. Bath- 


; ing and pumping with certain mineral waters 
- often effect cures of rheumatic complaints, 


which had been proof many years againit 


all kinds of internal medicines. The me- 


dicinal particles of thefe waters are intro- 


duced into the pores of the fkin, efpecially 
if their paffage is facilitated by fri€tions or 


pumpings; they penetrate even to the ob- 
ftructed lymphatic veffels, where they atte- 


mnuate and divide the sities fluid that ex- 


_ citesthe Rheumatic Pains ; this lymph having 
_ thus recovered its natural fluidity, takes 


' the ordinary courfe of circulation.. And as 


_ the acrimony of this humour had been en- 
_tirely deftroyed, or very much diminifhed 


— 


by the antecedent ufe of fweeteners, the two 
vices which conftitute rheumatic complaints 
are deftroyed; and from hence may be dated 


_aradical cure ; which indeed may be effeéted 


by any other medicine, either internal or 


_ external, which by its penetrating quality 
will ‘deftroy vifcidity, and by its {weetening 
_ guality blunt the acrimony and fharpnefs of 


the lymph. 


‘It would be wandering from our fubjed 
to. enlarge upon the manner in which mi- 


- neral waters a@ in the cure of Rheumatifms ; 


let us fix our attention only upon the ar- 


tificial mineral water, which is employed with 
fo much fuccefs in the treatment of thefe 


_ giforders ; I mean the Vegeto-mineral Water

which the humours ftop, and afterwards ac- ~

venereal difeafes require certain preliminary 
preparations to render the action of the mer- 
cury more efficacious upon venereal con- 
cretions, fo patients afflicted with Tetters 
fhould be duly prepared for the application 
of the metallic remedy which we ufe :- thefe 
preparations confift in bleedings, purgings, 
domeftic baths, herb-broths, mineral waters, 
&c, and thefe may be left off fooner or Jater, 
according to the nature, date of the difeafe, 
and conftitution of the patient. If thefe 
precautions are taken, we need be under no 


apprehenfion for the events, but may reft 


in the greateft fecurity : for I dare advance, 


‘upon the foundation of a long experience, — 


that the fame fuccefs follows this treatment 
of the moft inveterate and envenomed Tet- 
ters, as does that of the moft confirmed pox 
when it has been methodically treated: that 
is to fay, when fri€tions have been preceded

As often as we drefs the patients with

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_ ‘Tetters are in general very troublefome, 
either from the infupportable itchings that 
they occafion, or from an acrimonious fup- 
_ puration. Thofe who are affli@ed with this 
difeafe, are much inclined to fcratch, which 
fo irritates and inflames the fkin as to pro- 
duce reftlefs nights: fometimes, again, the 
parts inflame, fuppurate, and ulcerate ; ; and 
it is not at all uncommon to fee thefe ulcers 
become habitual, for the want of proper re- 
medies to ¢alm the irritations, and blunt the 
acrimony of the purulent matter that runs 
from them. . 

The variety of external applications in the 
treatment of Tetters is almoit infinite: but 
Iam not afraid to affert, that many are 
ufelefs, and others dangerous. To be con- 
vinced of this, it is fufficient to perufe the 
works of practitioners who have treated of 
furgery, and particularly the Tr eatife of Tur- 
ner, who is the beft writer upon the difeafes 
of the fkin. This author prefcribes a number 
of remedies; but there is not one upon which 
we can depend for a radical cure of Tetters ; 
while it would be extremely dangerous to 
make ufe of many which he has recommend- 
ed: fuch are thofe which are compounded 
of vitriol, alum, lime, the fublimate in pow- 
dor, mercury, verdigrife, white precipitate; 
red precipitate, and a number of other in- 
_ gredients, of which the aftion was never 
well afcertained, and always to be fufpeéted. 
The conclufion to be drawn from the above 
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detail is this: That it is a matter of gréat 
Importance to have difcovered a fpecific te- 
medy for the cure of Tetters, which are often 
attended with the moft fatal confequences, 
from the application of the common pre- 
{criptions. ; . | 
_ But to conform to the order which I have 
hitherto followed, I fhall finifly this Chapter 
with fome Obfervations. .

CHAP. VIIL 
by Qn the Itch. 


HE Itch is an eruption of little cuta- 
neous puftules, which ‘may be indif- 
“eriminately fpread over the whole body, ex- 
cept. the face; but is more particularly re- 
markable on the wrifts, between the fingers, 
on the arms, hams, and thighs. : 


The. + 
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The Itch is generally divided into two ~ 
_ kinds; one is called the dry or canine, the . 
other the moift Itch; but thefe two may be 
- fubdivided into four other kinds, which de- 
ferve the particular attention of a judicious 
practitioner. To follow this fubdivifion, in- 
dicated by Mr. Raimond, in his Treatife upon 
Difeafes that are dangerous to cure, we will 
confider the Itch under four different points 
of view: as, critical, fpontaneous, fymptomatic, 
and communicated. The firft is the termina- 
tion of an acute or chronical difeafe, when 
the matter is depofited on the furface of the 
‘body. The fecond appears of itfelf, and is 
not preceded by any illnefs, but is produced 
by a thicknefs and acrimony of humours con- 
tracted by a grofs unhealthy diet, and a re- 
{fpiration of a moift and foul air; it princi- 
pally attacks fea-faring people. ‘The third is 
an effet or fympton of another difeafe, as 
venereal complaints, jaundice, fcurvy, &c. 
The fourth is acquired by touching and dwel- 
ling with thofe who have the Itch. 

I faid above, that the different kinds of 
Itch, of which I have given a fhort account, 
may be moiftor dry. The dry Itch is dil- 
tinguifhed by fmall and almoft- imperceptible 
pimples, and a very troublefome itching, 
» that obliges the patients to fcratch, whether 
they will or.not. The moift, or the great 
Itch, is generally marked by more confider- 
able puftules, even often greater than are 
_thofe of the fmall-pox : thefe puftules are 

b : come 
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commonly filled with matter, and caufe lefs 
itching than is felt in the dry or canine Itch. 

_ ‘There is yet another fpecies of the Itch, 

which I have often obferved: this is a com- 

bination of the moift Itch and ulcerated and 

érufted Tetters. It fhews itfelf in blotches, 

as large as the palm of the hand, on the arms, 


legs, and fometimes alfo on other parts of 


the body. 

‘The feat of the Itch is commonly faid to 
be in the glands of the texture of the fkin. 
Mr. Raimond is not at all of that opinion ; 
he thinks that the feat of this diforder is in 
the nipples, or nervous pyramides, that form 


the organ of touch. But neither does his 
fyftem % appear fufficiently clear, nor his opi- 


nion pr obable. 


It will eafily be perceived, that the prog- — 


noftic of this difeafe muft vary according to 
the different kinds we have juft enumerated. 
The critical terminates a difeafe, when the 
morbid matter is entirely depofited upon the 


fkin, and then does not require any parti- © 


fay treatment. The third kind muft be 


ranked among the difeafes of which it is a 3 


complication ; and with regard to the two 
others, that is to fay, the fpontaneous Itch, 
and that contracted by contagion, we can 


alfert, that they are not all dangerous of © 


themfelves, but that this ‘may become very 


much fo, if the matter is imprudently re- — 
pelled: and this is confirmed by many ob- — 


fervations collected by authors, and particu- 
| Jarly sy 
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larly by Mr. Raimond. It is pretended that 


in fome countries, as in Brittany, the Itch 
is endemical; and there we are affured, that 
a number of people retain, during their whole 
lives, the leaven of this diforder, which fhews 
itfelf in puftules, that return and difappear 
at different feafons of the year. 

We come now to the cure, which varies 
equally with the prognoftic, according to 
the particular nature of the Itch. Of the 
four kinds taken notice of by Mr. Raimond, 
there is not one with which our remedy does 
_ not very well agree ; fecing it invariably pro- 
_ duces the fame effeét, in multiplying the itchy 
eruptions, and confequently cleanfing the 
mais of blood. However, we fhall fpeak more 
particularly of that Itch which is formed by 
the habit, and of that which is contraéted by 
- contact with thofe infefted with it, as thefe - 
more frequently occur in‘practice, 

Few difeafes have had more remedies pre- 
{cribed for them; but Turner’s Treatife on 
Cutaneous Diforders prefents us with a mul- 
tiplicity of applications, which are not eafily 
enumerated, and: from which the moft fan- 
- guine practitioners promife a dubious fuc- 
cefs. Authors of this clafs muft have hoped 
to promote the interefts of mankind. How- 
ever, | fhall make no apology for affirming, 
‘that the ftile and method of. thefe writers 
-may poflibly be-as prejudicial to young prac- 
Aitioners, as they are difagreeable and irkfome 
to their readers, The only two pepe io 
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the Itch hitherto recommended, are fulphur 
and mercury. But I think I may, without 
offending any one, with great truth declare, 
that I have often feen thefe medicines not 
only fail of fuccefs, but produce the very 
worlt effects in patients attacked with the 
Itch. Mercury is known to be a heating* 
and fearching remedy, which fhould never 
be applied but with the greateft precaution, 
and therefore fhould give place to a cooler 
and fafer treatment.. With regard to fulphur, 
my own Obfervations have convinced me, 
that isis not liable to all the exceptions which 
lie againft mercuiy. But not toinfifton the 
danger attending it, when not preceded by 
proper preparations, it muft be allowed, that 
it.is neither fo agreeable nor convenient a 


medicine as one could wifh. On the-other -— 


hand, what we here recommend has every 
advantage that can entitle it to a preference 
to the othertwo: not only its effets are 
certain, but it fo inoffenfive, that no excep- 
tion can poffibly be taken to the ufe of it. 
To thefe cenfidetations I muft beg leave to 
add another, which 1s fuggefted by the na- 
ture of his Majefty’s fervice. It 1s certain 
that the military hofpitals will be maintained 
at a lefsexpence, if my remedy be fubilituted 
in lieu of thofe which have hitherto been 
mentioned for the cure of the Itch. For 
though fulphur and lard, If which the oint- 
-ment for the Itch is made, are: not. very-ex- — 
penfive ingredients to private families, i rf 
. the 
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the great confumption of them in the army 
is an object which merits the attention of the 
_ Miniftry; efpecially if it is confidered, that 
the linen of the foldiers does not fuffer fo 
much by the ufe of our medicine, which 
will be no inconfiderable faving. 

Another advantage that would refult from. 
the medicine which we propofe, 1s, that the 
eyes would not fuffer, as they frequently do, 
from the forgetfullnefs of the patients, who 
are too apt to rub them with hands that 
have been befmeared with fulphur..

condemned to labour in the quickfilver mines 


are daily expofed. Itis neverthelefs certain,

-feized with tremblings and contra@ions of 


the nerves; involuntary fpafms of the mu{- 
cles, _ habitual and often mortal palfies. 
However, from thefe mines, whofe effe@s 
are fo pernicious to fuch as work in them,

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is drawn the fpecific for the venereal difeafe, 
Now is it not evident, that the accidents 
which befall the workmen employed in the 
Jead and quickfilver mines; are lefs the effeéts 
of thefe. minerals than of the arfenical and 
heterogeneous particles that are mixed with 
them? 

Whoever would be convinced of the ex- 
iftence of thofe heterogeneous fubftances, 
need only take mercury, as it comes out of 
the mine, and then pound it with a wooden 
pelftle in a marble mortar full of water; and- 
it will be found, that. a brown powder will 
be feperated, and fail to the bottom of the 
mortar, which will come away with the wa- 
ter, when poured off, 

Mercury, thus prepared, produces effeds 
known to all the world, by curing the moft 
obitinate. venereal difeafes, without any. in- 
conveniencies ever refulting from it, when 
adminiftred by able hands. I do not exag- 
gerate, when I affert, that I never loft one 
patient, amongtt the many thoufands that 
I have attended in the Royal Hofpital and 
at home, by the bid effects of mercury ; 
which was undoubtedly owing to the atten- 
tion I gave to the due preparation. of it. 

Now, do not the falutary effects produced 
by mercury, nicely feperated from all hete- 
rogeneous matter, authorize us to fay, that 
the fame refources may be found in the Pre-. 
parations of Lead for other complaints, if tne 
like care is taken to have it well purified 

before 
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Before it is made ufe of ? Such a preparation 
is that which follows from an ebullition of 
litharge with vinegar, of which the: Extract — 
of Saturn isthe refult, employed under the 
different forms we give it; and which per- 
formes cures every day, which the moft emi- 
nent of the profeffion cannot behold without 


- aftonifhment. 


It muft be obferved, as an effential cir- 
_cumftance, that the ftrongeft vinegar is the 
moft proper to diffolve the litharge; on 
which account we fhall particularly recom- 
mend that of Rouffillonand Languedoc. 

It is not lefs important to remark, that 
the boiling of the litharge with the vinegar 
ought to be continued an hour and a half, 
as. I have mentioned in my letter to Mr. 
De La Martiniere, dated:in the year 17513 
and likewife in a Memoir read’ the fame 
year to the Royal Society at Montpellier. 
An ounce of the Extraé& of Saturn and as 
-much brandy fhould be put to.a quart of

There is room’ to judge 
that this author is no practitioner, and that 
he has been betrayed by weak authorities 
into an efteem of the remedies he propofes. 


Can he in effect blame the Extraé of Saturn, 
becaufe he believed it to be arepeller, while 
he recommends an ointment made of allum ~ 


mixed with hog’s lard? But no body has the 
leaft doubt of allum being an aftringent and 


repeller, though Sim they have doubted 
of 


* 
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of the method by which the Extra& of Sa. 
turn has operated. Would any one now, 
with the author of thefe Obfervations, pro- 
pofe the ointment of Citrinum for the treat- 
ment of the Itch; There is nothing, in effed, 
more dangerous than the folution of mer- 
cury in aqua fortis, although it be mixed 
with lard, and ufed only in external appli-. 
cations. The fame muft be faid of the pre-. 
 cipitate of mercury, of which every one, 
knows the effeéts. 

We hope that the author of the Obferva- 
tions will change his. fentiments upon the. | 
effects of the Extraét of Saturn, when he has. 
examined without prejudice all that I have 
faid+to fubdue this error, in the courfe of 
this.work. 

Laftly, it is with the Extra@ of Sitters: 
as with mercury, and all other excellent re- 
medies ; it muft be ufed with judgment, to: 
render it ferviceable: and I willingly ac- 
knowledge, that a mifapplication of it-may-: . 
be attended with danger. But I beg at the 
fame time, that I may be permitted to have 
recourfe tothe authority of the Minifter, to 
make the efficacy of our remedy appear in 
all the cafes for which 1 recommended it, 

The difference in the time of curing the 
Itch depends upon its quality, duration, 
the number of puftules, the ftate of the 
blood, complications, and, Blind the ftate of

If the veneréal difeafe, fcurvy, or the like 
complaint, be complicated with the Itch, this — 
complication muft be attended to, and mut 
dire&t us in the method of cure. 

When the blood of thofe in the Itch is ex- 
tremely heated, fizy, and acrimonious, we © 
- muft be very liberalin the ufe of fweeteners, 
coolers, diluters, and domettic baths. 

Experience has convinced us, that the 
cold weather is not at all favourable to the 
treatment of the Itch, becaufe it fhuts up 
the pores of the flee and retards confe- 
quently the tranfpiration of the itchy leaven, 
when it is attenuated in the mylatary glands 
by the aétion of our metallicremedy,  - 

Although it may appear: that patients in 
the Itch were cured at Lille, in Flanders, 
fooner by the common method than by the 
‘Extract of Saturn; yet to decide equitably 

of 
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_ of their refpeCtive merits, it would be necef- 
“fary to make ufe of both methods at the 
fame time; for the fuccefs of the common. 
method, when employed in warm weather, 
-will not afcertain its fuperior excellence, 
when compared with our’s. For it is cer- 
tain, as I have already remarked, that the 
_feafon of the year retards or favours the 
cure of the Itch, in whatever manner it is 
treated ; and we may venture to fay, that 
the experiments made with our medicine 
were neither aflifted by a favourable feafon 
-orclimate ; for as the country was northerly, 
the cold muft have been. more. confiderable, 
- and confequently retard the cure, unlefs the 
rooms of the patients were carefully warmed. 
Without doubt, all thefe circumftances were 
more favourable in the other hofpitals, where 
the cure was effected in lefs time. 

.. Whatever remedies are made ufe of for the: 
cure of the Itch, the fame variations will oc- 
cur, with this difference, that by the ufe of 
our remedy: the cure. is fogner compleated 
(f{uppofing every other circumftance parallel); 
except when repellers are made ule of, which, 
by driving back the itchy leaven, caufe the 
eruptions to difappear, and lay a foundation - 
for fatal confequences: fuch, for example, as .

F all the.branches of the art, there is: 


perhaps not one that has been carried 
to that degree of perfeétion as the treatment 
of Ruptures, and that fo evidently demon- 
{trates the fuperior excellence of modern fur- 
gery over that of the antients. I fhall not 
enter into a detail of the different kinds of 
Ruptures, nor of their various cures. Such 
as are defirous to perfect themfelves in the 
knowledge of this important. branch of the 
profeffion, may confult the different authors 
who have publifhed very elaborate treatifes 
on this fubjeét; but particularly the excel- 
lent work of Mr. Arnaud, and the Memoirs

confine myfelf in this place to fome fhort 
remarks upon external applications, the na- 
ture of the ftrangled inteftines, and the ope- 
ration of reducing the inteftine. 

Bellofte is, I believe, the firft who made 
it appear, that emollients were hurtful in 
Ruptures with {ftrangulation. He had, how- 
ever, made ufe of them for thirty years, and 
afterwards banifhed both them and oily ap- 
plications, which he looked upon, with reafon 
as pernicious remedies, I am of a ai 

ow- 
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however, that the Vegeto-mineral Liquor, or 
oxycrate, is preferable to ice and {now, which | 
are recommended by Bellofte. | 

With regard to {trangulations, I am per- 
fuaded that when they begin there is no 
inflammation, and that there only then exifts 
an inflation of that part of the gut which is 
engaged in the ring. ‘This inflation of the 
gut is occafioned by a rarefaction of the fub- 
{tances confined in this portion of the intef- 
tine ; and which is the caufe that the gut can- 
not be pufhed back through the opening of — 
the ring, which now is become too {mall. 
This cannot remain long in this fituation, 
before the veffels of the ftrangled intefline 
fwell, and thence follows an inflammation, I 
am not however of opinion, though it 1s ge- 
nerally \ fuppofed, that the ring, which is 
thought to be inflamed, contributes of itfelf 
to the ftrangulation. I rather look upon it, 
in this cafe, as a cord upon the ftretch, that 
is not fulceptible of relaxation, whatever ap- 
plications are employed to procure it. 

By what I have faid, itis eafy to perceive, 
that we ought effentially to attend to a dimi- 
nution of the fize of the inteftine; feeing it 
is to the increafed volume of it we are ta 
attribute the impoffibility of returning it into 
the abdomen. Now the’remedies I have re- 
commended above, I mean the Extract of 
Saturn in Water, or oxycrate, are the moft 
proper to anfwer this indication; and the 
fhorteft reflection is fuficient to fhew, that 

emol- 
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emollient, by relaxing the coats of the in- 


teftine, cannot but render it more fufceptible 
of extenfion, and confequently favour the 
ftrangulation. 

The taxis, or the operation by which we 
reduce the inteftine, is more difficult than is- 
imagined ; and I have feldom feena furgeon 
acquit himfelf with fuccels, Aisi when 
it is attended with ftrangulation. 

I fhall now lay before the reader the-man- 
ner in which I have been accuftomed to pro- 
~ ceed in the redudtion of the part. | : 

, ‘After having placed the patient in a proper 
fituation I. put one hand under the thigh of 
the affected fide, and apply the other upon: 
the tumour. Thefe two hands at in con- 
junction by gentle and eafy movements: The: 
air returns at firft but in a little quantity, — 
and the fwelling decreafes but infenfibly 5 
however, we muft not be too hafty in the 
operation, as we {hould only put the patient: 
to violent pain, without effecting a reduction 
of the parts. But as the operation, performed: 
in the manner I have direéted, laftsa confi- 
derable time, and very much fatigues the 
furgeon, I am relieved occafionally by an 
afliftant, to whom I recommend fimply. to 
fupport the parts in the fame ftate in which I 
left them. When I have recovered myfelf 
from the fatigue, { return again to my work, 
and go on in this method till I have made the 
inteftine recede. ‘I can venture to fay, that 
by proceeding thus with circumfpeétion, I 
have 
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have often fucceeded, without giving the 
patient pain, in cafes where many others had 
failed. I reflect with pleafure, that I once 
gave relief to a Profeflor of Phyfic in this 
city, at,a time when every one thought his 
life in danger. pertain 

The following Obfervations will help to 


fapport what I have advanced upon the 
fubje&, 
OBSERVATION I. 
I WAS fent for to Nimes, in the month of 
July 1750, to fee Mr. Teitie, Lord of Marguerite, 
aged eighty-four, who for three days paft had a 
Rupture with ftrangulation. The phyficians and 
furgeons had applied the emollient cataplafms ge- 
nerally made ufe of on the occafion. My firit care 
was'to attempt the redution of the inteftine ; but 
not fucceeding in my attempt, I replaced the for- 
mer cataplafm, and we confulted on the moft ad- 
_ vwifeable methods to be taken, to refcue the patient 
.from the imminent danger he was expofed to. 
The gentlemen my affociates confented to an ap- 
plication of vinegar and water, for want of the 
Extra& of Saturn: one part of vinegar was mixed 
to three parts of water. I caufed comprefles, dip- 
ped in this mixture, to be applied to the tumour ;

of mine was affliéted- with two tetters, one of 
which occupied the inferior part of the right omo- 
plata, and the other the left hypochondrium ; they 
were both an affemblage of {mall pimples, very 
much inflamed, covering about the breadth of a 
crown-piece, and placed in fuch a manner, that 
each tetter, efpecially the one of the hypochon- 


drium, defcribed pretty near a circle. The itching

to crow very. hot. The foot feemed to {well, and 
_ adlight,rednefs, which covered the whole, gave me 
reafon,to apprehend an inflammation. But thefe 
frefh|fymptons. difappeared, by relinquifhing the 
above applications. ' Finding the pains were not 
to be removed by. thefe remedies, 1. thought the 
beft method I could take would be to adminifter 
opiates: internally. Bleeding might have been ad- 
vantageoufly ufed upon the occafion, had_ not par- 
ticular reafons forbid it: I ordered her, in confe- 
quence, a narcotic julep ; but ftill no alteration 
could be perceived for the better: fuch was the 
pecular nature of. the pain, that the remedies 
proper on fuch. occafions, fo far from contributing 
to mitigate it, ferved only to encreafe its violence. 
What Phad applied, hower, were the only: topi- .

The pain could be miti- 
gated by anodynes only. The ftiffnefs obferveable 
onthe part, which was the effeCt.of a. fpafin, as I 
fhall:prove further on, feemed to authorize the 
application of emollients ; and the. intenfenefs of 
the pain could not admit of any medicine, which. 
did not poflefs the anodyne quality in the higheft 
degree. The ineflicacy of this laft remedy, I mean 
the narcotic, threw me, Iowa, into the greateft 
confternation; and whilft I was deliberating on 
the next ftep which would be proper to take upon 
the occafion, I luckily thought of trying Mr. Gou- 
lard’s Vegeto-mineral Water.

The perfon is fubjeét ‘to hyfteric 
complaints, and fometimes feels fuch pains in dif- 
ferent parts of the body, but principally in the 
breatt and hypochondria, which leaves no room to 
doubt of the diforder having been originally occa- 
fioned by an hyfteric affe€tion, of which a violent 
fpafm was the confequence; and as this affeétion 
would yield to no application but Mr. Goulard’s, 
we muft neceffarily allow that medicine a true 
antifpafmodic quality.

Theft puftules being conti- 
guous and ulcerated, were very difagreeable to the 
eye, and very troublefome to the patient. “It was 
fix months fince the eruption firft appeared; the. 
ointment of fulphur had been often ufed: without 
fuccefs. Upon this account I was refolved: to. try. 

| the 
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the Vegeto-mineral Water, which Mr. Goulard, a 
furgeon in great repute at Montpellier, had often > 
ufed with fuccefs on the like occafion.

eyes, which I cured by the application of the Vege-

The 
more important the difcovery, the more firm and 
evident muft be the foundations on which it refts. 
Though Mr. Goulard has fupported his opinions 
on the beft grounds and reafons, yet as nothing 
can more clearly demonftrate it than the evidence 
of faéts and initances, I cannot think it improper 
to add fome of my own Obfervations to thofe of 
this able furgeon. 
- If Mr. Goulard had’ not condemned the ufe of. 
emollient cataplafms, the experience I had of their 
bad effeéts, when troubled with a violent inflam- 
mation of my eyes, would effectually difcourage 
their ufe. If thefe applications could ever be 
made with fuccefs, I had the greateft reafon to 
promife myfelf the moft defirable effedts. In 
the hypothefis of thote authors who recommend 
them, . 
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them, it muft be allowed, that I had recourfe to — 


them on the fureft indications. ‘The inflammation 
of my eyes had gained an uncommon degree of 
violence; I fuffered the moft ‘excruciating pains. 
‘The eye was fo dried, that a tear never fell from 
it; and I felt a fenfible contraction in the inflamed 
part. In thefe circumftances, who could have 
- imaged that emollient applications would add to 
the violence of the diforder? Such, however, was 
the effe& they produced. . 

- Let itnot be faid, that the pernicious éffeéts of 
thofe applications were owing to foie latent caufe 
in,my particular habit of body. [am not afraid 
to advance, that they have not been more bene- 
ficial to other patients. I have had frequent op- 
‘portunities to obferve, that the ufe'of them has 
not been attended. with the defited fuccefs. I have 
been acquainted with feveral patients, who have 
fuffered by the application of a cataplafm of ap- 
ples, baked inthe afhes, or boiled in’milk, JT have 
known others, who have found their pains encreaf- 
ed by the ufe of veal. Ina word, I had oceafion 
to obferve in the cure of one of my brothers, that 
the volume of the veflels of the conjun&iva ‘was 
enlarged by the application of milk, and the pulp 
of quince-feeds, of linfeed, and flea-wort. Again, 


I have taken notice that thefe applications ‘néver 


produced worfe effects than when they were’ made 


on the moft approved indications, Thus in the — 


moft inflamed ftate of my eye, emollients proved 
more hurtful than in the lefs threatening ftates of 
the diforder. I have made the fame obfervatton in 
other cafes. Not only the evidence of plain faé&ts 
demonftrates the bad effeéts of emollients, but the 
principles of a found theory abfolutely forbid their 
ufe. Let us fee what light thefe principles afford 
towards illuftrating the object of our prefent en- 
quiry. In the inflammation of the eyes, the lym- 
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phatic veffels of the conjunétiva are ftuffed with 
blood. This fluid is impelled into their cavities 
by a force capable of furmounting the refiftance it 
meets with from thefe veflels. Inflammation is de- 
fined by Mr. Savage to be, that force by which 
the blood is pufhed and impelled into the veffels of 
the part affected. 

Having thus fettled the principles, we come now 
to the confequences to be expected from the appli- 
cation of emollient cataplafms. The parts to 
which they are applied, are relaxed; confequently, 
the diameter of the lymphatic veflels is enlarged. 
What muft be the effeét ? A greater number. of 
the globular particles of blood, impelled continu- 
ally towards their opening, will enter ; the volume 
of the part affetted muft then be enlarged. ‘This 
will naturally account for the encreafed violence 
of one of the fymptoms of the inflammation ; and 
we {hall prefently fee that the reft encreafe in the 
fame proportion. The redundant particles of 
blood, which have forced a paflage into the in- 
_ flamed part, having the fame accelerated motion 
with thofe which had been introduced before the 
application of the emollient cataplafm, the veflels 
of the conjunétiva are now to fuftain an increafed 
power of action, fince to the preffure of the fluid 
they before contained, muft now be added that of 
the globular particles of blood, which have found 
an entrance in confequence of their diftenfion. 
Now, 4s inflammation 1s produced by the encreafed 
velocity of the blood, and as the fymptoms at- 
_ tending it muft bear a proportion to this velocity, 
the preffure of the blood on the part affe&ted can- 
not be encreafed, without adding to the violence 
of the diforder; therefore the application of emole 
lent cataplafms, which was intended to fubdue | 
the inflammation, muft neceffarily encreafe its vio- 
lence. And this is a truth clearly deduced from 
r. 
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Mr. Goulard’s Obfervations, and- from thofe 
which we have juft made. 

But the incréafed violence of the inflammation 
‘is not entirely owing to its enlarged moles and 
encreafed power of aétion, but arifes likewife from 
another caufe, which I will now explain. The 


adventitious globular particles of blood augment 


the refiftance of the part to the circulation of the 
blood, which is continually impelled into the 
veilels of the conjunétiva. ‘Lhis encreafed refift- 
ance muft add to thé violence of the complaint. 
To prove this, we-need only obferve, that the 
fhock of the fecond, againft the preceding column 
of blood, muft now be more violent, and the ef- 
forts of the fides of the veffels more confiderable. 
This ob‘ervation is juftified by experience. Thus 
the impreffion made by a body in motion upon 
another body, is proportioned to the refiftance. 
A fly on the wing eludes the ation of the moft 
powerful agents, but is eafily crufhed by the body 
to which it oppofes any refiftance. ‘Therefore the 


fhock of the blood muft be more violent when im- : 


pelled into the inflamed part, where it meets with 


ereater refiftance. 


Again, experience teaches that the preffure of 


fluids on the fides of the tubes is proportioned to _ 


the force with which they are inipelled, and_to the 


refiftance they meet with in their motion: there- — 


fore, as the blood impelled into the veffels of the 
conjunétiva acts with greater force on that which 
it finds there, fo it prefles with greater violence on 
the fides of the tubes that receive it. But as the 
inflammation is proportioned to the spent a 
with which the blood aéts on the part affected, all — 
the fymptoms of the diforder muft be encreafed ; 
and as the aétion nfuft neceflarily be in proportion © 
to the refiftance of the inflamed part, it eilcws, 


that the blood, which is impelled into it by the * 
application — 


‘ 
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application of emollient cataplafms, cannot fail to 
encreafe the inflammation of the eye, which we 
undertook to prove. . That thefe applications really 
produce the effect juft mentioned, and that they 
act in the manner we have explained, may be ga- 
thered not only from what we have faid above, but 
from the increafed fymptoms of erifipelatous tu- 
mours, when treated with relaxing cataplafms,

I doubt much, whe- 
ther an Extract of this kind can ke eats 
from the liquor of Saturn, which is nothing 
but cerufe, thrown into a matrafs, into which 
is poured diflilled vinegar, and digefted in 
Hobland. This: Water of Saturn is diferent 
from the Extract of which I am fpeaking, 
and its effeéts muft neceffarily be lefs power- 
ful and extenfive. It istrue, indeed, itis ufed 
again{t fome kinds of inflammations, without 
its property being afcertained, as its effects 
are dreaded, being ranked, like other prepa- 
rations of lead among: repellers : but I flat- 
ter myfelf, that the Public will lay afide old 
prejudices, when they have perufed this work ;

It is with this Extra@ I 
compofe various topical remedies; and as I 
give it the preference to all others, for the 
treatment of almoft all chirurgical diforders, 
I fhall give a more. circumftantial account of 
the various Formule, as is general on the like 
occafions. I fhall remark ftill farther, that 
many of the various modifications I make the 
Extract of Saturn undergo, often agree and 
concur in the treatment of the fame complaint. 
After defcribing each of the F ormulz, I fhall 
fpecify the diforders to which it is applicable.

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FORMULA the FIRST. 


 Compofttion of the Water of Saturn, or Vegeto- 
Mineral Water. 


N° compofition is more fimple than that 
NX. of the Vegeto-mineral Water ; nor 1s 
there any remedy which aéts with equal cele- 
rity or efficacy. It is made by putting two 
tea-fpoonfuls, or one hundred drops, of the 
ExtraGt of Saturn to a quart of water, and 
four tea-fpoonfuls of brandy : the quantity of 
the Extract and brandy may be diminifhed 
or increafed according to the nature of the _ 
_ dilorder, or the greater or lefs degree of fen- 
dei of the part grieved. — 

The Vegeto-mineral Water is a known 
feecifie: againft all external inflammations, 
and par ticularly againft thofe of the eye; but 
when it is made ufe of for the latter com- 
plaint, great care muft be taken not to put

‘ TARI OUS are the methods Teabane 


mended by medico-chirurgical writers 
for the treatment of the Itch. Sometimes 
the medicines are of the repelling kind; | 
fometimes aftringent ones are mixed. up 
with repellers: at other times corrofives are 
added: and the mercurial ointment is fre- 
quently ufed. either by itfelf, or joined to. 
other remedies, as the powder of white hel- 
lebore, &c. But the formula which is ge- 
_ nerally ufed, and the one which fucceeds the 
beft, is the mixture of flour of brimftone 
‘with oil orlard.. | 

Sulphur is alfo frequently recommended. 

All thefe remedies, except fulphur and mer- 
cury, which have alfo their obje€tions, are | 
very dangerous; particularly fuch as are: of 
the repelling and aftringent kind; as they 
feem to contradict, and do contradi&, in ef- 
fect, the indication we ought. to fulfil ; as: 
may be feen in my Chapter of the ltch, “tay 
which I refer Be) reader.

The following i isa Detail of my Method af 
treating Patients in the Lich. 


First, they are to be blooded and purg- 
aie then care mult be taken to wafh all 
the 
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the parts affected with that diforder, morn- 
ing and night, with the Vegeto-mineral 
(Water warm. If the weather 1s cold, this 
muft be done before the fire, and the pa- 
tients put to bed. This method muft be 
purfued for about four or five days.

T is not my'intention here to celebrate the praifes of 
Mr. Goulard’s remedy. That is already too well 
known throughout Europe to want any affiftance from my 
pen.

‘ confidering it with more precifenefs, both as to its compo- 
 fition and ufe. To be ignorant of thefe would be a fault ; 
willingly to conceal its {uperior virtues, would be an inju-

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time out of repute ;.and without the affiftance and the. vt 
gilance of one of Mr. Goulard’s {peculative turn, who 
has: had refolution enough to ftem the torrent of oppofi- 
tion, this remedy, like many others, by having been im- 
‘properly made, and as improperly’ adminiftered, - would 
have fallen a victim to the empiric. For want of proper 
vinegar, the bafis of this medicine, it frequently deceived 
the practitioner, who, from not knowing its properties, 


and the real method of compofing it, entirely laid it afide. © } 


But ithas of late been too minutely confidered to be any 
tonger neglected, and is how looked upon, by the impar- 
tial part of mankind, to be one of the greateft ornaments 
of the difpenfatories, as well: as the moft efficaeious re- 
medy in furgery. It is then to Mr. Goulard, a fkilful 
furgeon of Montpellier, we owe its revival; which could 
never have been effected but by a man of his eminence, 
and like him exempt from vulgar’ prejudice, which has 
hitherto laid to the charge of this falutary remedy, faults, 
from which the experiments of many famous in their pro- 
feffion are now endeavouring to exculpate it in favour of 
mankind, ; 
When this Extra& is made with natural vinegar, and 
the ftrongeft which can be procured in the fouth of France, 
(where Nature, i favourable years, and in particular can- 
tons, furnifhes this vegetable liquor with more virtues 
than any art of the vinegar-makers can .poffibly endow it 
with) it poflefles all the difperfing, cooling, and refolving 
‘ qualities proper for dividing the glutinous, ftagnated mat- 
ter in the cbftruéted veflels ; it relaxes them when. too 
‘much contraéted, and reftores to the folids and fluids the 
proportion of circulation neceffary for preferving the ani- 
mal ceconomy in a flate of health. ‘The common vine- 
girs, Which owe their ftrength to armoniac falt, to pep- 
per, and the dung of the feathered kind, can’t fail of rob- 
bing this Extraét of the qualities neceflary for its perfec-

Mr. Goulard has difcovered 
that it isthe property of fome particular vinegars only of the pre- 
vince he lives in, to perfeétly diffolve this metal, as they contain more 

-effential oil than the reft ; confequently natural vinegars, when a- 
, dulterated, or faétitious ones which receive their power of aétion 
_from the acrid ingredients,only mixed with them, are not only ren- 
dered incapable of perfectly diffolving the lead, but likewife com- 
municate an acrid quality to the Extract, very different. from

A chymical analyfis will eafily difcoverthe defeéts of vinegar ; but 
‘as every one is not in a fituation of making thefe experiments, its | 
merits may be afcertained by the tafteonly. Good vinegar, when 
touched with the tongue, has a pleafing acid tafte,‘and leaves a frefh- 
nefs in the mouth; but when faétitious, rather eppears to iaflame 
‘the mouth and throat, which fen‘ation-continues for fome time.

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mon vinegars help only to divide it in part; fome of 
Languedoc properly chofen diffolve it fo thoroughly, that 
without any fediment it preferves its weight; a. certain 
proof that it incorporates itfelf more with this {pecies. of . 
‘vinegar, which no doubt muft render its effeéts more effi- 
cacious. It is certainly owing to this that the medicine 
we fpeak of poflefles a cooling, attenuating, refolving 
quality, and by no means a repellent one, .as has been’ 
“hinted by certain people. This requires an explanation, 
which will be eafily underftood by the meanett capaci- 
‘ty, as I fhall endeavour to exprefs myfelf in the plain.

When the lead is divided only, its parts are too-grof 
and ponderous to remain fufpended in. the. vegetable ‘li- 
quid, its vehicle; this caufes it to fubfide: on fhaking 
‘the bottle they again -incorporate with the liquid, without 
fuffering a diminution of their volume: this volume, by 
preventing them from penetrating to the veflels thro’ the 
pores of the fkin, caufes them to remain in the tiflue of 
thofe parts, and, by {topping up the paflages:of perfpira- 
tion, gives rife to what is generally termed repulfion. 
But, when the metal is fo far diffolved as always to re- 
main fufpended in the vegetable liquid, ‘its parts are fo 
fine, and fo far attenuated, as not to be difcernible thro’ 
the moft perfect microfcope : they then eafily penetrate the 
pores of the fkin, follow the courfe of the perfpiratory

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The comparifon made between the Extract of Saturn - 
and its falt, commonly called the fugar of lead, will be 
found unjuft, when we confider that the latter is made 
with vinegars of all forts of wines ; and that thofe of Swit- 
_ zerland, which produce the greateft quantity of this fugar, 
are made of wines very little impregnated with tartar, and 
that too of an inferior quality. But after all, this very 
fugar of lead, which is quoted as a proof of the repellent. 
quality to be found in our medicine, is it not made ufe of by 
the ableft practitioners, both as an internal and external 
medicine? If fo, with how much more confidence may we 
make ufe of Mr. Goulard’s Extract, properly made, in the 
_ above circumftances? A practice of fixty years has fuffici+ : 
ehtly: convinced me of its fuperiority over the fugar of lead, 
which I have known fail, when the other has always an- 
fwered my intentions. 

Such as are thus difpofed to criticife the moft approved 
remedies won't give themfelves time to reflect, that an ac- 
cidental failure of fuccefs might be owing to this Extract 
not having been properly made in its commencement, or 
fucceeding: procefles;, to its having. been given in too 
great a‘ quantity, or applied cold, as: indeed the author 
fometimes recommends, with a view only to the tempe- 
rate climate he writes in; thus have thefe people been in- 
duced, without having any regard for themfelves, to con- 
firm the opinion of the vulgar, who generally attribute 
the death of the patient to the laft remedy; and thus 
fhamefully take advantage of this fallacious argument to 
cry down the good effects of the Extract of Saturn, and 
to extol remedies at. beft. uncertain, often fallacious, and 
which cuftom alone, the tyrant of the mind, authorifes 
the ufe of, both againft reafon and experience. Many exe.

1V. From this mixture of lead and vinegar is pro- 
duced a Water called by the author Vegeto-mineral ; and 
this Water is endowed with excellent virtues, when made 
ufe of in lotions, fomentations,. injections, and baths, 
and in the different Formule defcribed by Mr. Goulard, 
in his Cerate, Poultices, Pomatums, Liniments, Plaifters, 
&c. But the Water of which we are now fpeaking, ought 
10 be particularly confidered in its own natural ftate, before 
it is made ufe of in its vegeto-mineral one. Every fpecies 
of water is not proper for this ufe. Rain-water, when 
purged and filtered, and that of rivers, whofe bottoms 
coniift of either fand or gravel, free from mud, are to 
have the préference, efpecially after having been purified 
either by ftanding fome time, or filtering through proper 
paper: fpring and pump water being impregnated: with 
gypfous or felenitous particles, give rife to a new change 
of the metallic ones of the lead ; and thus a white pre- 
cipitate is formed, which will by no means incorporate 
«with the water. ‘* Thefe effects, fays a-celebrated chy- 
mift *, are owing to a feparation of the vitriolic acid of 
the felenites from the earth to which it was joined, which 
now. mixes with the lead of the Extract of Saturn, and: 
thus forms a vitriol of lead. In. that inftant the vinegar 
mixes with the earth of the felenites, and they form toge- 
ther an acetofe-calcareous falt; fo that at the fame time a 
new diffolution and a new combination are effected.

founded on natural philofophy, and confirmed by the ex” 
periments of all who make ufe of water not properly pu~ 
rified, may we not conclude, that we have no reafon to 
be furprized that this remedy has fometimes baflled our en- 
deavours ? Is it not, on the contrary, a fubjeét of afto- 
nifhment, that notwithftanding this accidental defect in 
its compofition, it has been fo frequently crowned with 
the greateft fuccefs ? In fine, the water which diffolves foap’ 
the moft effectually is to be preferred, tho” it will be: pro- 
per firft to purify it well. When the Extract is thrown’ 
into improper water, it whitens it only for a time, and’ 
then falis to the bottom, without being able to mix per- 
- feétly with it afreth; this water becomes curdled, and like 
four milk; and in this ftate it is by no means to be made 
‘ufe of, as not at all likely to anfwer our expectations, ‘Fo 
this we may afcribe the want of fuccefs, which ferves to: 
_prejudice many againft the remedy, and to pleafe others, 
who are by no means its friends, for want of being better 
acquainted with it. When yeoper water cannot be pro- 
cured, care muft be taken to diftil others, if opportunity’ 
ferves. This may be eafily done with the common alem-. 
bic, taking care to throw away fome pints of the firft di-: 
ftilled, as it is frequently liable to be foul, by the unclean 
nefs of the head of the ftill: you muft likewife take care 
to leave about a quarter of it in the ftill, before you have 
finifked your precefs, to prevent the rifing of any of its 
heterogeneous particles. But in cafe of neceflity, where 
proper water is not to be had, any kind of water may

_.* It is advifeable, that all thofe who make ufe of water in comnts 
mon as their drink, would carefully abftain from all that are hard, 
earthy, and felenitous ; which are apt to diforder the Stomach, and’ 
give rife to ftony concretions in the Ridneys and other urinary paf- 
fages, efpecially if they meet with any flimy matter. The only means 
of preventing this is by diftillation, which will feparate, even from 
the pureft water, fome heterogeneous fubftances; but this muft be.ef- 
feéted in balneo maria, with alembics either of earth or glafs, taking 
care always to throw away the two or three firft pints that pa{s into 
the receiver, to avoid certain heterogeneous and volatile fub{tances . 
which rife by diftillation with the firft portions of water. You muft

Mr. Goulard does not recommend his Pomatum in op- 
thalmies, and I think with great reafon; greafy and. 
oleaginous fubftances are always dangerous in inflamma- 
tions of the eyes and erifipelatous complaints, though they 
are equally. advifeable for thofe of the ears: he ought to_ 
have recommended.the frequent wafhing the eyes external- 
ly with the Vegeto-mineral Water, and keeping a comprefs _ 
conftantly on them, well wetted with that water. This 
I have conftantly practifed with fuccefs; but you muft 
be careful always to add fome brandy, and even that 
which is camphorated.

_ WI. It is my opinion, that in the cafes in which the 
‘author: recommends the ufe of camphire, one of the mot 
antiphlogiftic and antifpafmodic medicines in phyfic or 
-furgery, he does not:prefcribe it indarge quantities enough. 
Camphire is one of thofe medicines we ufe too fparingly, 
not being fufficiently converfant in its effects, which are al- 
ways wonderful, whether made-ufle of .externally or inter- ~ 
mally. I -would recommend a work of Mr. Pouteau, in- 
«titled, Melanges de Chirurgie, which would convince any 
one of the good qualities of this drug. I know an Englith 
gentleman, who not only preferves himfelf from, but 
cures himfelf of.many complaints by the ufe of camphire, 
of which. he takes inwardly a large quantity ; and always 
carries about him a box of it.. When I make ule of this 
with the Extract of Saturn, it is in large quantities, and 
with fome precautions, different from thofe of Mr. Gou- 
lard.’ If it is given in fmall quantities, it has no effect ; 
when mixed with pomatums, cerates, liniments, it is ob- 
-liged to undergo the heat of fire, by which means the vo- 
Jatile parts of it are evaporated ; what remains of them 
infenfibly paffes away, fo that in afew days none is left. 
Whenever the Vegeto-mineral Water is made ufe of, I 
would recommend the fame quantity of camphorated 
brandy as the author prefcribes of that which is not cam- 
‘phorated. This camphorated brandy fhould be kept in a 
teats well corked; you mutt be careful likewife to fill it

In cafes coher the lymph only is affected, the fame seh 
caution is not neceflary, as a drachm or two of Ex 
more may be fafely added to each bottle of water. 


VIII. Such as are little verfed in the knowledge of the 


medical virtues of metals, are very apt to make cofmetic 
“pomatums with the Vegeto-mineral Water. Thefe have 
‘followed the errors handed down to us by our anceftors, 
»who have made ufe. of lead under various forms ; others 
-have made ufe of. magifteries of pewter and bifmuth, &Ce 
which have rather ferved to deftroy the beauty of the fkin,. 
than to preferve it: the reafon is evident; thefe metals, by 
infinuating themfelves into the pores, there depofe fome of 
‘their particles the moft divided, and by firft opening and 
then filling up thefe potes, fpoil the fineit features. 

Thefe metallic particles become of a black dye, and 
plainly thew a leaden colour, which can be concealed only 
trom the tye, by the. application of white wath compofed of 
the fame drug, which by plaiftering over the furface of the 
fkin, add to this deformity.
